Crumpled vehicles 
lifted from ferry

Truck drivers and camper owners mounted a 
stoic watch at the B.C. Ferries Tsawwassen terminal 
Friday, waiting to assess the damage their vehicles 
suffered when the Queen of Alberni ran aground. 

The sides of panel trucks and tractor trailer units 
were split open, buckled and in some cases twisted 
completely out of shape. Tires were flat, boxes caved 
in and (he loads being carried on some of the trucks 
were visible through the holes. 

There was a strong odor of gasoline mixed with 
diesel fuel as tow trucks and cranes pulled vehicles 
from the disabled ferry. 

The Alberni. carrying 93 passengers and 21 crew mem¬ 
bers, ran aground on Collinson reef Thursday while nego¬ 
tiating the tricky waters of Active Pass, halfway along the 
ferry's first run of the day from Tsawwassen to Swartz 
Bay 

Everyone was safely evacuated, but the vessel devel¬ 
oped a 35-degree list as the tide receded, tumbling the 
vehicles about the deck. 

Three tugboats towed the damaged ferry to Tsaw¬ 
wassen early Friday after a three-hour. 10 minute voyage 
across Georgia Strait. 

Initial damage estimates to the vessel alone ran at 
close to $1 million. The docked ferry showed a defi¬ 
nite list to port and suffered a damaged propeller and 
a hole in her bow. 

After unloading the scrambled vehicles, the ferry- 
moved northward, under tow and partly under her own 
steam, to drydock in North Vancouver where investigators 
will attempt to determine the cause of the accident. 

B.C. Ferries began an internal investigation into the

Bad tip on racehorse 


The news for Colleen Hague was 
not good. 

The one casualty of the ground¬ 
ing Thursday of the ferry Queen of 
Alberni was Gun Music, a race¬ 
horse she owned in partnership 
with trainer Roy Jewell of Sid¬ 
ney. 

“1 guess as an excitable race¬ 
horse, she couldn’t survive the 
strain of being tipped over like 
that.” she said. 

GANGES VETERINARIAN 
Claus Andress agreed that the 
horse, although apparently tran- 
quilized before it was abandoned, 
probably went berserk as the 
trucks aboard the listing ferry 
started toppling. From the horse’s 
semi-sitting position in the two- 
horse trailer. Andress believes it 
died fairly quickly, possibly by

hitting its head while thrashing 
about. 

Andress went aboard the 
grounded ship alone to check the 
animals at about 7:30 Thursday 
night and again a second time 
several hours later with ferry 
employees to guide him through 
the wreckage. 

IT WAS ON THE second trip that 
he found Gun Music dead. A 
travelling companion, a pony 
named Droopy, was eating hay 


unperturbed in its side of the trail¬ 
er. 

Some cattle and pigs elsewhere 
aboard the ferry seemed also un¬ 
bothered by the ordeal, said 
Andress. 

Jewell could not be reached for 
comment but is expected to claim 
for damages from the death of the 
racehorse. 


THE HORSE W AS returning to 
its Saanichton stable after winning 
a $2,500 claiming race (the as¬ 
sessed value of each horse run¬ 
ning) Wednesday night at Vancou¬ 
ver’s Exhibition Park.

NIELSEN DENIES STRUGGLE UNDER NEW BOSS 


William Irwin, superinten¬ 
dent of brokers for the min¬ 
istry of consumer and cor¬ 
porate affairs, said Friday 
night that there "was noth¬ 
ing mysterious" about his 
departure from the position 
that he’s had since 1962. 

Irwin said in a telephone 
interview from his home in 
Richmond that "he'd simply 
had enough" and that he was 
taking an early retirement. 

Irwin joins the Vancouver 


Stock Exchange Oct. 1 as 
executive assistant to ex¬ 
change president Robert 
Scott on what Scott termed a 
trial basis. 

The superintendent and 
others say that his retire¬ 
ment and the departures of 
three other key staff mem¬ 
bers in the ministry was 


coincidence only. Also de¬ 
parting are assistant deputy- 
minister Keith Saddlemyer 
who is taking up a position 
with the treasury board; Ken 
Steveson, deputy superin¬ 
tendent (brokers) who has 
been appointed head of the 
Saskatchewan Securities 
Commission and deputy su¬ 


perintendent (real estate) 
Don Anderson who is going 
to an unnanounced other 
part of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The brokers office also ad¬ 
ministers the affairs of in¬ 
surance companies but the 
recent administrative error 
that removed Seaboard Life 


Insurance Co. from business 
and caused a sudden recall 
of the B.C. Legislature last 
week appeared to have little 
to do with the sudden rash of 
resignations and retire¬ 
ments. The Seaboard fiasco 
w as a result of an error in the 
fledgling ministry of dere¬ 
gulation, which had lumped 


a series of inactive com¬ 
panies into an Obsolete Stat¬ 
utes Repeal Act. 

The act got swift unani¬ 
mous approval as the B.C. 
house raced to an adjourn¬ 
ment by July 31.

OTTAWA — PetroCanada will not be split up and 
sold off to private interests, according to Energy 
Minister Ray Hnatyshyn, the Conservative cabinet 
minister in charge of reviewing the future role of the 
controversial crown oil company. 

In an exclusive interview, Hnatyshyn added that 
PetroCanada will continue as a corporate entity and 
as Canada's state oil company, in the pursuit of 
energy self-sufficiency for Canada. 

He added that it is likely that PetroCanada will 
also act as an agent for 


the federal government 
in state-to-state oil pur¬ 
chases. 

At the same time, certain 
aspects and assets of Petro¬ 
Canada (which now ranks as 
Canada's largest Canadian- 
owned oil company) will be 
“privatized," where this, 
would not interfere with the 
broader purpose of the com¬ 
pany and where these assets 
and aspects would be better 
handled by private inter¬ 
ests. 

One example would be the 
sale of shares in Westcoast 
Transmission Co. Ltd. of 
Vancouver that were ac¬ 
quired when PetroCanada 
took over Pacific Petro¬ 
leums Ltd. of Calgary. 

Hnatyshyn, who is prepar¬ 
ing a complex package of 
proposals on energy policy 
matters for consideration by 
cabinet later this month, ex¬ 
pressed personal concern 
that the official government 
view of PetroCanada has not 
been getting out. 

He seemed particularly 
concerned about the grow¬ 
ing backlash to miscon¬ 
strued beliefs that Petro¬ 
Canada would be eliminated 
in some manner. 

And he even went so far as 
to question the advisabil¬ 
ity, at this time, of even 
selling shares to the public in 
PetroCanada, as some Tory- 
cabinet ministers and policy

ST. JOHN'S. Antigua 
(UPI) — The new British 
Conservative government 
Friday told West Indians 
bluntly that it doesn't want 
any more dependencies in 
the Caribbean and residents 
of one small island. Nevis, 
immediately turned to Can¬ 
ada and the United States to 
see if they'll take them in. 

The blunt warning was de¬ 
livered by Nicholas Ridley, 
the new deputy foreign sec¬ 
retary for Commonwealth 
affairs in London, after a 
three-day meeting on the 
eastern Caribbean island of 
Antigua with leaders of Anti¬ 
gua, St. Kitts and Montser¬ 
rat. 

Antigua, population about 
100.000. and St. Kitts, with a 
population of about 40,000 
want to become independent 
before the end of the year. 
But Barbuda, with only 1,000 
inhabitants, wants to sepa¬ 
rate from Antigua and 
Nevis, with 15.000 people, 
wants to secede from St. 
Kitts before independence. 

Both Barbuda and Nevis 
want to remain separate de¬ 
pendencies of Britain. 

Montserrat, on the other 
hand wants to remain a col- - 
ony. 

Simon Daniel, the leader 
of the Nevis Reformation 
Party that heads the move¬ 
ment to take Nevis out of the 
federation with St. Kitts, 
said in an interview that “the 
British minister was quite 
frank and made it clear that 
Britain did not want any 
more dependencies and if 
the Nevis representatives in¬ 
sist on secession then they 
would have to go it alone." 


Guerrillas accept 
Thatcher proposal 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanza- 
nia (UPI) — President 
Julius Nyerere said Friday 
the Patriotic Front guerril¬ 
las accepted the latest Rho¬ 
desian peace initiative and 
would compromise on the 
controversial issue of con¬ 
trol the nation’s security 
forctV during a transitional 
period. 

Nyerere's statement at a 
news conference was the 
first public indication that 
the guerrillas had accepted 
the initiative and agreed to 
compromise on the security 
issue. It came despite “seri¬ 
ous reservations" expressed 
publicly by the Front's co¬ 
leaders earlier this week 
about British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher’s 
peace plan. 

What remained unclear, 
however, was whether the 
Front had willingly accepted 
the initiative or whether the 
black African “front-line 
states,” led by Tanzania,

were pressuring the guerril¬ 
las to compromise. 

Nyerere said that if any¬ 
one did torpedo the British 
initiative approved earlier 
this week by 39 Common¬ 
wealth nations, it would not 
be the guerrillas, but either 
the Zimbabwe Rhodesia gov¬ 
ernment of Bishop Abel Mu- 
zorewa or South Africa. 


Zimbabwe Rhodesia's 
government would like to 
have its army, Nyerere said, 
"and I suppose the Patriotic 
Front would like to have 
their army. But the agree¬ 
ment says properly super¬ 
vised elections under British 
authority." 

Observers said that ap¬ 
parently meant the Front 
would compromise — or be 
forced by the front-line 
states to compromise — on 
long-standing demands that 
the current security forces 
must be disbanded and the 
guerrillas themselves con¬ 
trol the country during any 
transition period and elec¬ 
tions. 

That question has been the 
major stumbling block to all 
previous initiatives. The 
statement by the Tanzanian 
president, black Africa’s 
spokesman on Rhodesian 
matters, indicated a major 
breakthrough. 
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Fisheries strike averted 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — 
B.C.’s 4,000 shoreworkers 
have voted to accept an 11th- 
Itour contract offer by the 
fishing companies, eliminat¬ 
ing the threat of a strike in 
the province's third major 
industry, a fishermen's 
union spokesman said Fri¬ 
day. 

A spokesman for the Unit¬ 
ed Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union said the 
shoreworkers — who work in 
fish processing plants in 
Vancouver and Prince Ru¬ 
pert — voted by a two-to-one 
margin to accept the one- 
year pact, which will give 
members an 83-cent-an-hour 
wage increase to an $8.25 
base rate. 

The Fisheries Association 
of B.C., bargaining agent for 
14 large fishing firms in the 
province, came tlfrough with 
an improved offer only hours 
before the union had planned 
to call a Sunday strike. 

About 600 tendermen and 
7.000 salmon net fishermen 
have already reached tenta¬ 
tive agreement with the in¬ 
dustry. 


PORT HARDY GIRL RECOVERING 

Broom-swinging woman 
saves child from cougar 


A four-year-old Port Hardy girl is 
recovering at home after being 
grabbed by a cougar and dragged 
toward a bush area near her home. 

The animal was scared away Wed¬ 
nesday by a woman who charged 
after it with a broom. 

Port Hardy RCMP Constable Nor¬ 
man Usher said in a telephone inter¬ 
view that the action by Mary Loewen 
scared the cougar into dropping Eva 
Walkus unharmed from its jaws and 
ruiyting off into the dense bush. 

THE INCIDENT occurred on the 
Tsulquate Indian reserve when Eva 
and Ernie Walkus, 6, were playing on a 
swing at the group home which Ms. 
Loewen looks after. 

Usher said the female cougar 
grabbed the child off the swing and 
dragged her about four feet toward the 


bush at the end of the road where 
the house is located. 

“IT’S A GOOD THING it was sup 
pertime and the woman came out of 
the house to call the youngsters to 
eat," Usher said. "If she hadn't seen 
the cougar it probably would have 
gotten away with the child.” 

Eva was released from hospital in 
Port Hardy after being treated for 
shock and given shots for rabies. 

THE TEETH OF THE cougar mark¬ 
ed her, but did not pierce her skin. 

Usher said the cougar was small and 
very thin and appeared to be starv¬ 
ing. 

It was killed Thursday by Daniel 
Lay of the Nanaimo game branch who 
tracked it with five hounds after it was 
spotted again on the reserve.

WASHINGTON—US.ships 
and planes have been quietly 
told to challenge the claims 
of other countries to seas 
beyond the traditionally re¬ 
cognized three-mile limit, 
Carter administration offi¬ 
cials said Friday.

The instructions, recently 
sent to military command¬ 
ers, will send U.S. units 
across or over seas claimed 
by such countries as Argen¬ 
tina and Burma, which claim 
waters 200 miles from their 
coasts. 

As for a confrontation with 


Canada, Ottawa external 
and defence officials say 
they do not expect any trou¬ 
bles. 

Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon, acting external 
affairs minister, has asked 
the department to look into 
the matter. 


“U.S. vessels can go 
through our territorial zones 
so long as they meet Cana¬ 
dian standards," an external 
affairs official said. 

“They can come through 
our waters and they can do it 
regularly. That won't 
change.”

At the same time, he 
stressed that he does not 
want to prejudge the out¬ 
come of a separate review of 
PetroCanada by three inde¬ 
pendent businessmen who 
will likely be named within a 
month. 

The review, which he 
hopes will be completed by 
year-end, will analyze Pe- 
troCan's assets and activi¬ 
ties and recommend what 
should maintained within 
PetroCanada as part of the 
oil company's mandate to 
improve Canada's energy 
self-sufficiency and what 
might better be taken over 
by private interdsts or other 
government agencies. 

In the meantime. Petro¬ 
Can would continue to func¬ 
tion as before, with the one 
proviso that the government 
approve any new acquisi¬ 
tions by or other major 
changes in PetroCan that 
might otherwise confuse the 
independent review, the 
minister suggested. 

Hnatyshyn agreed that 
PetroCanada would likely 
end up buying foreign oil for 
Canada, if state-to-state 
deals are arranged involving 
state oil companies in the 
oil-producing countries. 

Two such deals arc cur¬ 
rently being pursued by the 
Canadian government, the 
energy minister confirmed: 
the previously-announced 
plan to buy oil from Mexico, 
under a broader energy and 
trade co-operation agree¬ 
ment alreadv initialled by 
officials of the two govern¬ 
ments; and a commitment to 
purchase oil on a state-to- 
state basis from Venezuela. 

Questions had arisen about 
this particular role for Pe¬ 
troCanada when it became 
known publicly that the Con¬ 
servative government wants 
to change the state-to-state 
oil purchase agreement with 
Mexico to substitute in the 
place of PetroCan a Cana¬ 
dian government-appointed 
agent in any subsequent 
commercial oil deal with 
Mexico's state oil company, 
Pemex. 

Hnatyshyn suggested that 
such a change would not 
prevent PetroCan from act¬ 
ing as Canada's agent in 
such a deal — a prospect he 
suggested was highly 
likely. 

The implication was that 
the Conservatives did not 
want PetroCanada to auto¬ 
matically become Canada’s 
only agent in foreign oil 
deals. 

Some senior Conservative 
cabinet ministers have al¬ 
ready conceded privately 
that while they might philo¬ 
sophically favor changing or 
even eliminating PetroCan¬ 
ada, the political conse¬ 
quences at this early stage in 
a new government would 
argue for deferring as long 
as possible any such 
changes.

Officials refused to specu¬ 
late on statements from a 
federal transport ministry 
spokesman that mechanical 
failure could be ruled out as 
a cause for the accident. 

B.C. Ferries spokesman 
Bill Bouchard said findings 
wouldn't be released until 
after the federal transport 
ministry completes its in¬ 
vestigation. 

“If we come out with pre¬ 
liminary statements about 
causes, we might prejudice 
the federal investigation,” 
Bouchard said. 

Bouchard said the acci- 
demt had, so far. not result¬ 
ed in any suspensions, “ex¬ 
cept that the master of the 
Albemi is without a ship.” 

Federal budget cuts have 
reduced ROMP patrols in 
the pass, perhaps a contri¬ 
buting factor to the continu¬ 
ing problem of small boats 
crowding the channel, said 
Migs Turner, superintendent 
of vessel traffic manage¬ 
ment for the Canadian Coast 
Guard. 

But witnesses disagreed 
on whether the sport fish- 
boat traffic in the pass 
forced the ferry off course. 

After circling the ferry 
Friday. Highways Minister 
Alex Fraser said he was cer¬ 
tain B.C. Ferries is insured 
for damage to the Albemi, 
but did not know about liabil¬ 
ity coverage for the vehicles 
or belongings being tran¬ 
sported. 

Settlement of claims is ex¬ 
pected to be extremely com¬ 
plex. involving marine insur¬ 
ance. cargo insurance, ICBC 
and out-of province claims. 

Fraser said he expected 
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most of the claims would 
be handled through the 
crown-owned Insurance 
Corp. of B.C. If individuals 
suffered any losses not co¬ 
vered by the corporation or 
ferry company, he was pre¬ 
pared to examine the situa¬ 
tion. 

B.C. Ferries has appointed 
Brouwer and Co. to make an 
assessment of the. damages 
and an independent adjuster 
from Reed Shaw Stenhouse 
of Vancouver is also on the 
scene in Tsawwassen assess¬ 
ing damages. 

Bouchard estimated that 
repairs to the ferry would 
take a month. 

Damage to the vehicles 
aboard the ship when she 
ran aground, he said, was 
probably lower than bad 
first been anticipated. 

"All vehicles were righted 
by tow truck and were either 
towed off the vessel or drove 
off at Tsawwassen ter¬ 
minal." Bouchard said. 

Owners waited patiently at 
Tsawwassen as their man¬ 
gled vehicles were winched 
to shore. 

Doug Metzler, waiting to 
see his truck which con¬ 
tained $50,000 worth of medi¬ 
cal supplies, said he wasn't 
particularly upset. 

"It's just something that 
happened." he said, shrug¬ 
ging his shoulders. “It can't 
be helped." 

The Alberni's master, 
Captain Al Behry, was the 
last to leave the stricken 
vessel, ignoring pleas from 
rescuers who feared an ex¬ 
plosion from leaking fuel or 
that the listing ferry would 
topple over. 

“I asked him several 


times to get off because the 
cargo was shifting, gas was 
leaking from the trucks and I 
was afraid of an explosion," 
said Horst Klein, rescue co¬ 
ordinator. "But he stayed 
with her until the last." 

Klein said the captain was 
calm and gave no clues as to 
what caused the accident. 

“He didn’t say anything, 
he didn't appear shaken at 
all,” said Klein. “In fact, he 
appeared quite calm about 
the whole thing, but he didn't 
say what happened and I 
didn't ask him.” 

For as long as the Queen of 
Albemi remains out of com¬ 
mission. there will be a 
strain on the rest of the 
fleet. Instead of 24 sailings a 
day in each direction be¬ 
tween Swartz Bay and Tsaw¬ 
wassen. there will only be 
20 . 

Bouchard said making an 
1 additional run with one of 
the remaining vessels before 
or after the regular summer 
schedule wouldn't be much 
help.

He 
left while his personal stock 
portfolio was being investi¬ 
gated and moved to New 
Zealand. • 

Government reorganiza¬ 
tion in 1978 caused Irwin to 
take on the additional duties 
as superintendent of insur¬ 
ance and real estate, with 
the offices coming under the 
Ministry of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs. It had 
formerly been administered 
by the attorney-general's of¬ 
fice. 

The superintendent's of¬ 
fice was moved to Vancou¬ 
ver last year after the 
changes were made.

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The United States and 21 
other countries observe a 
three-mile limit while 76 
others, including Canada, 
have 12-mile limits. Canada, 
along with many other coun¬ 
tries, also has a 200-mile 
managerial zone where it 
claims jurisdiction over re¬ 
sources. 

Navy officers were given 
orders in July—which be¬ 
came publicly known this 
week—that it is national 
policy tochallenge all claims 
extending farther than 12 
miles, the sources said. 

In some cases, they were 
told, claims of more than 
three miles would be con¬ 
tested if such disputed limits 
interfered with their navi¬ 
gating international waters. 

U.S. defence department 
sources said U.S. ships were 
not looking for confronta¬ 
tions but said if any arose, 
commanders had the right to 
defend themselves. 

Defence officials said U.S. 
Navy ships would not seek 
permission or give advance 
notice to pass through the 
claimed territorial waters of 
Argentina or Burma. Other 
countries which may have 
their sea claims challenged 
are Burma.

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Buoyed Palestinians in huddle 


DAMASCUS (Reuter) — Pales¬ 
tinian leaders headed by Yasser 
Arafat, chief of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, open a 
major policy debate in the Syrian 
capital today buoyed by signs that 
the PLO is making progress in its 
long fight for recognition by the 
West. 

Arafat and his colleagues in the 
53-mcmber Palestine Central 


Council meet against the back¬ 
ground of strained relations be¬ 
tween Israel and two of its most 
important allies—the United 
States and West Germany. 

Israel has been alarmed by what 
it regards as American and Ger¬ 
man overtures to the PLO, includ¬ 
ing lengthy meetings between 
West German leaders and Ara¬ 
fat. 


Although the Palestinians have 
followed the dispute with barely- 
concealed satisfaction, the debate 
here is certain to reflect deep 
suspicion over U.S. motives in of¬ 
fering talks with the PLO if it 
accepts Israel’s right to exist. 

A compromise which would 
allow the Palestinians to do so 
without losing face is due to be 


discussed later this month by the 
UN Security Council. 

A resolution drafted by Kuwait, 
the only Arab state currently on 
the Security Council, would reaf¬ 
firm UN Resolution 242—which 
implicitly recognizes Israel's right 
to exist—and endorse the PLO’s 
long-standing demand for the 
right to establish an independent 
state. 


Thatcher backed 
on Rhodesia plan 


LONDON (AP) — The British cabinet 
gave approval Friday to a plan Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher devised for 
ending the black nationalist guerrilla war 
in Zimbabwe Rhodesia — writing a consti¬ 
tution the international community will ac¬ 
cept. 

Foreign office sources said invitations 
will go out next week to a London con¬ 
ference in mid-September of the parties 
involved in the southern African land, 
which Britain still considers its colony. The 
British are to draft the constitution and 
present it to the parties before the confer¬ 
ence. 

• The object will be to bring it back to 
legality by arranging a ceasefire, then 
hblding new elections,” a source said. 

AMONG THOSE INVITED will be the 
major parties in the struggle that has cost 
about 15,000 lives since fighting began in 
December., 1972: white leader and former 
prime minister Ian Smith; the current 
black prime minister of Zimbabwe Rhode¬ 


sia, Bishop Abel Muzorewa, and Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, black guerril¬ 
la leaders who have directed the fight 
against the Smith and Muzorewa govern¬ 
ments. 

Smith unilaterally declared Rhodesia in¬ 
dependent of Britain in 1965 to head 
off black rule. Earlier this year, under a 
deal Smith worked out with moderate 
black leaders, the country's name was 
changed to Zimbabwe Rhodesia and Mu¬ 
zorewa became prime minister afterJtis 
party won the most seats in Parliament. 

MRS. THATCHER MET with her cabi 
net for 90 minutes Friday, a day after she 
returned from the Commonwealth prime 
ministers conference in Lusaka, Zambia, 
northern neighbor of embattled Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia and the base of Nkomo's guerril¬ 
las. 

British sources said Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington has instructed his experts 
to draft a constitution that will be given to 
the main parties in the dispute before he 
opens the conference.

U.K. resort 
strips down 
for tourism 

LONDON (AP) - One city official waved a bikini in the 
air and a grandmother displayed a picture of herself topless 
as the old English seaside town of Brighton advanced into 
modern limes. 

Brighton, a favorite beach resort among Londoners, 
decided Thursday night to hand over a strip of its eight-kilo¬ 
metre beach to nudists. 

■ NUDISM IS WIDESPREAD on the Continent but until 
recently it had no official approval in Britain. Brighton, 
about SO kilometres south of the British capital, is the eighth 
locality this year to approve stripping on the beach and the 
first to allow it close to the centre of town. 

An organization called the British Naturist Council, 
which sponsored the nudist plan, claims there are 250,000 
nude subathers in Britain's 56 million population. Most can 
only go bare if they have a secluded garden. 

The selected spot at Brighton is T beach, near an enter¬ 
tainment park called Peter Pan s Playground. The nude 
bathing plan is expected to begin next year. 

JOHN BLACKMAN, COMPANY director and city coun¬ 
cilman. opposed the balhing-in-the-raw legislation. He bran¬ 
dished a brown and white bikini in the council chamber and 
declared: "This far and no further. We've gone as far as we 
dare go in Brighton." 

His fellow elected offieials ignored him and voted 
through the plan by a show of hands. 

Nudism enthusiast Ellen Jakes is overjoyed. A 17-year 
old grandmother and councilwontan who runs a seaside 
boarding house, she promoted her campaign by showing 
pictures of herself sunbathing topless. 

"I CRIED AFTER THE VOTE," she said. "It's going to 
be the best thing to happen to Brighton. We will get a million 
more tourists, most of them from abroad." 

Brighton is run by a Conservative party council and 
mixes the sedate and the saucy. 

It boomed after the arrival in 1783 of George, Prince of 
Wales, later Regent and then King George IV. He built the 
chief sight of the town, a palace called the Royal Pavilion, in 
Indian style with Chinese decorations. 

Walking on the promenade. 73-year-old resident Emily 
Knight said: "It must appear ever so rude but I am sure 
people here are used to that sort of thing. If I was a young 
girl with a nice figure I'd do it."

Fishing hot spot 
is a bit too hot 

SPORTS FISHERMEN are a dedicated lot. 
pursuing their hobby with a single-minded pas¬ 
sion under blazing August sun and frigid Janu¬ 
ary snowstorms. Such fervor is admirable in 
some ways but it can also be a problem, as it 
has been for many years in Active Pass, that 
scenic but treacherous neck of water between 
Mayne and Gaiiano islands. 

The B.C. Ferries traveller between Swartz 
Bay and Tsawwassen does not need to have any 
seagoing or navigation experience to appreci¬ 
ate the potential hazard posed by small sports 
fishing boats as the salmon-hunters trail their 
lures across the tide rips and eddies at both 
entrances to the pass. 

Seemingly oblivious to all around them, 
they frequently ignore the repeated horn blasts 
from ferry vessels trying to thread their pon¬ 
derous way through the congestion. 

According to several eye-witnesses, Gulf 
Island residents who know the area intimately, 
the sports fishermen's refusal to yield was at 
least one cause of Thursday’s accident in which 
the truck-carrying ferry Queen of Alberni ran 
aground on a reef at the western end of the 
pass. 

Of course, it is much too early to lay any 
blame. An official investigation will be held in 
due course and until that process is complete no 
one can say who or what caused the crash. In 
all likelihood it will be found that there were a 
number of contributory factors. 

But even if the investigation concludes that 
the role played by the anglers was a relatively 
minor one, that should be sufficient justifica¬ 
tion to ban all sports fishing in the area. There 
are hazards enough in Active Pass for the 
ferries which are Vancouver Island’s lifeline, 
without the fishing fanatics adding to them. 


Postscripts

wait until the high traffic tourist season begins 
before they start on their major road repairs.

ST. LOUIS. Mo. — Mac Red 55 sat 
poised on the ribbon of concrete. 
Ahead was less than l.000 feet of run¬ 
way. Heat waves shimmered under 
the hot sun. 

The voice from the control tower 
crackled in our earphones: "You're 
clear for takeoff Red 55.” 

I had been warned about what was 
going to happen next but in this case 
the forewarning was not enough. I was 
about to learn why the U.S. Air Force's 
F-15 Eagle is considered the premier 
jet fighter in the world. 

’’Okay, here we go.’’ said Pat 
Henry, the chief experimental test 
pilot for McDonnell Douglas Corpora¬ 
tion. manufacturer of the 21-ton fight¬ 
er. 

There was no gradual buildup of 
speed. One second I was sitting in the 
seat behind Henry and the next we 
were hurtling down the runway. It was 
as if a speeding locomotive crashed 
into the back of a cotsting Volkswa¬ 
gen. 

r 'How's that?” he asked as the 
plane hit 13,000 feet and he rolled it 
overxin its back so we had a clear view 
through the canopy of the runway of 
Whiteman Air Foce Base and a sizable 
chunk of southwestern Missouri. 

What happened during the next 60 
minutes as he demonstrated why the 
Eagle has become the dream plane of 
every air force fighter pilot is just a 
blur of rolls, tight turns, supersonic 
climbs. The Eagle is the only plane in 
the world that can accelerate while 
going straight up. G-forces compress¬ 
ed the body as we chased friendly 
"targets” all across the Missouri sky, 
attempted stalls and some manoeu¬ 
vres that surely have names but are 
better off forgotten. 

Our takeoff was a Viking departure 
— everything open and blasting and 
then nearly straight up. When it’s hus¬ 
tling, the Eagle can get up to 50,000 
feet in 10 seconds less than it takes the 
Saturn V rocket which took U.S. astro¬ 
nauts to the moon.

(HUD) panel. 

With its advanced target-seeking 
ability, the Eagle can look more than 
100 miles away to find targets.

At that altitude the sky was a 
deep cobalt and the earth below was 
only a gray haze. The only noise 
was more of a sigh than a roar as we 
left the sound behind us. There was no 
buffeting, just smooth, level flight. 

The F-I5's superiority in the air — 
in countless war games the Eagle has 
bested its upponents in daylight and 
night, good weather and foul — is 
matched by its mechanical abilities. 
Like a razor-sharp Indy speedster de¬ 
signed to make fast pit stops, the F-15 
is build for fast turnarounds on the 
ground. 

“The best fighter in the world is no 
good if it spends most of its time on the 
ground being repaired, refueled or 
rearmed," said Paige Wagner, a 
McDonnell flight test engineer 

If an F-15 engine has to be. repaired, 
il can be replaced in about 30 minutes. 
Built-In test panels tell pilots or repair 
crews what is wrong and where the 
trouble is. About 85 per cent of ail the 
space can be reached by repairmen 
without ladders or special stands. In 
most cases, the repairman need only 
unplug the part, put a new one in and 
send the plane on its way. 

"This airplane is ai the leading 
edge of our technology," Henry said, 
opening the canopy of the jet as we 
taxied toward the hanger area. "The 
sons of today's F-15 pilots will be 
flying the Eagle well into the 1900s." 


Carter’s recent performance 
has British media aghast 



LONDON — Reaction in 
the British press to Presi¬ 
dent Carter's performance 
over the past few weeks has 
been specta¬ 
cularly bad. 

The mildest 
criticism 
was repre¬ 
sented by a 
cartoon 
showing the 
president 
collapsing 
on the bridge 
of a big 
American 

liner, while beside it Mrs. 
Thatcher briskly steers a 
rickety British tugboat. 

“Would you prefer to 
cruise with a captain of steel 
on a leaking ship," asks one 
unhappy passenger, "or on a 
ship of steel with a leaking 
captain?” 

The editorial columns 
w ere considerably rougher. 

"From this side of the At¬ 
lantic,” said the London 
Daily Mall, ’’Jimmy 
Carter’s frenzied efforts to 
revive his personal standing 
with voters before the next 
presidential election look 
more like a narcissistic cha¬ 
rade than a national cru¬ 
sade . . . For the sake of the 
United States and the West it 
might have been better if 
this bgrn-again’ president 
had never been born at 
all.” 

The rhetoric of Mr. 
Carter's television address 
to the nation, with its blend 
of populism, pietism and 
military metaphor, was sin¬ 
gularly ill-suited to British — 
or indeed European — 
taste. 

"How do you 'make war on 
energy?”’ asked the Daily 
Express. "Throw hand-gre¬ 
nades at petrol pumps?" • 

“He is floundering in deep 
waters.” wrote a columnist 
iq the Daily Telegraph,

"where morality, national 
unity, confidence and oil 
swirl confusedly aboui." 

And there was a more ob¬ 
jective index of reaction. 
The dollar fell against the 
pound to an extent w hich w as 
as economically embarrass¬ 
ing to the British govern¬ 
ment as it was frustrating to 
the American government. 

On the specific matter of 
oil, neither the president nor 
the American people are felt 
lo deserve much sympathy 
because the trouble appears 
largely self-inflicted. 
Americans are still paying 
only about one-third the 
price which Europeans pay 
for gasoline. This artificially 
low price, maintained by 
what one British newspaper 
called "a mish-mash of con¬ 
trols. subsidies and cajol¬ 
ery,” makes no economic 
sense at all; and yet Presi¬ 
dent Carter, in his "moral 
equivalent of war," left it 
untouched. 

As the Daily Express said. 
"What we see in the United 
States is not an energy prob¬ 
lem but a political prob¬ 
lem.” 

"Before our very eyes," 
wrote the Editor of the Sun¬ 
day Express, "the presi¬ 
dency of Jimmy Carter is 
disintegrating. It s not just 
as if he has lost his nerve. 
More as if he has also mis¬ 
laid his marbles." 

Most Americans have per¬ 


haps never really under¬ 
stood quite how worried 
America's allies have been 
about the Carter administra¬ 
tion from the beginning. A 
few liberal commentators in 
the British press tried to 
convince themselves that, 
despite appearance, Presi¬ 
dent Carter and his col¬ 
leagues would turn out well: 
but the general feeling, re 
luctant and sometimes po¬ 
litely concealed, was lhat 
these were simply not the 
kind of people to whom the 
leadership of the Western 
world could be safely en¬ 
trusted. 

That the result of Presi¬ 
dent Carter's cabinet purge 
should have been to tighten 
the grip of the "Georgia 
Mafia" on the White House 
has shocked most British 
commentators. 

"It is indeed an awesome 
thought.” one of them wrote 
about Hamilton Jordan, 
"that such a scruffy, disor¬ 
ganized and even uncouth 
provincial can have been 
saddled with so much re¬ 
sponsibility." 

There is no element of su¬ 
periority or of gloating in 
these comments. On the con¬ 
trary. there is real distress 
The whole Western commu¬ 
nity needs a strong United 
States and a strong Ameri¬ 
can president. Ami in Brit 
ain, certainly, there is an 
added worry. One possibility 
looks even worse than what's 
happening now — President 
Edward Kennedy.

Strings attached 
to fishy legalities 

I'm surprised that neither Alec Merriman nor any 
of your correspondents have considered the legaj nice¬ 
ties Of the new regulation which will allow us fishermen 
to keep 12-inch coho but requires that we throw back 
Chinook smaller than 20 inches. 

Some fishermen claim they can readily distinguish 
between coho and Chinook but where there is any doubt, 
it is resolved by counting the stringy bits of the fish 
intestines (pyloric caeca) — the chinook having about 
three times as many stringy bits than the coho. 

Would the fisheries legal department advise an 
uncertain fisherman to perform this surgical procedure 
and if it is a shaker chinook it should be carefully placed 
back in the ocean? (I understand that fisheries has not 
yet completed their extensive statistical survey on 
survival of fish treated this way.) 

Next, consider the case of a fisherman actually 
charged with having an undersize chinook. He need only 
insure that the arresting officer retains the fish. 

When the case comes up a few weeks later, the 
arresting officer will be present complete with thawed 
out fish. The defence lawyer first ascertains that the 
judge is aware that he will be called on to count nasty 
stringy bits of fish intestines. An application of post 
ponement would then be made on any superficial 
grounds. The judge will willingly grant it in the hope 
that he will be otherwise engaged when it comes up next 
time. 

After one or two postponements, where the fishy 
evidence has been refrozen and thawed, the officer and 
his oderiferous evidence will be banished from the court 
under regulation 645A which prohibits olfactory of¬ 
fenses to jurists.

Relentless pursuers claim Paraguay is Mengele’s home 


Tracking down ‘angel of death’

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina —Josef Mengele. a no¬ 
torious Nazi death camp doctor and a naturalized citi¬ 
zen of Paraguay, is still a legal resident of that country 
and spends much of his time there, according to sources 
in the Israeli community here. 

"He travels, visiting Brazil and other (Paraguay¬ 
an) border countries and even Europe, so he could be 
away from Paraguay during a given week or month," 
one Israeli source said. "But 'home' is Paraguay and he 
returns there after his travels.” 

THAT VIEW is shared by Simon Wiesenthal of 
Vienna, who has spent a lifetime tracing Nazi fugitives 
and documenting their whereabouts. 

Interviewed by telephone by Ultima Hora, a news¬ 
paper in the Paraguayan capital of Asuncion, Wie¬ 
senthal said that Mengele “lived and still lives in Para¬ 
guay." 

Public interest in Mengele was reawakened not long 
ago when Weiscnthal disclosed that he had asked 
UN Secretary General Kurt Waldheim to try to per¬ 
suade Paraguay to honor a longstanding request for 
Mengele’s extradition to West Germany to stand trial. 

PARAGUAVAN authorities replied through Wald¬ 
heim that Mengele. known as the "angel of death" for 
his genocidal activities at the Auschwitz concentration 
camp in Poland during the Second World War. no longer 
lived in that country. 

They said Mengele had not lived there since 1960. 

Last Tuesday, in an attempt to prove the point, 
Paraguayan Attorney General Clotildo Jimenez asked 
the nation's supreme court to annul Mengele's citizen¬ 
ship papers on the ground that he had forfeited his 
rights by being outside the country' for more than two 
years. 

BUT ISRAELI sources here have shrugged off 
Paraguay's assertion that Mengele no longer lives 
there as "the usual answer.” 

"They've been saying that for years —just like they 
used to say he'd never become a citizen," one spokes¬ 
man said. 

Not until an enterprising researcher in 1970 turned 
up a copy of the pertinent document did Paraguayan au¬ 
thorities tacitly concede that Mengele had been a 
naturalized citizen since 1959. 

BUT EVERY inquiry, official or otherwise, on the 
fugitive's whereabouts yields a flat official denial 
that he's living in Paraguay. 

A reporter from Argentina who visited Paraguay- 
last month related: "I went for an appointment with a 
government information official and before I could 
even open my mouth to ask a question, he said. 
‘Mengele’s not in Paraguay and we don't know where he 
is.'" 

IN JUNE, Miguel Angel Bastard, a ministry of in¬ 
terior official, told another journalist: "I deny categori¬ 
cally that Mengele is in Paraguay. It's absolutely 
false and a slander against this country." 

American ambassador Robert White told the same 
visitor: "1 don't know whether Mengele is here or not, 
but if I were hunted the way he is. I'd go where I had 
some protection such as citizenship." 

Mengele has clearly been protected in Paraguay . 
Rightly or wrongly, his pursuers believe that one of the 
reasons he has been protected is that President Alfredo 
Stroessner, the eounti'y’x strong man ruler since 1951, 
is himself the son of an immigrant German cavalry- 
officer. 

THE NATURE and geography of the country also 
conspire to furnish protection. Its population of a frac¬ 
tion over 2 million is scattered over a land area 
almost as large as California. Even in Asuncion, a 
stranger making inquiries comes quickly to the atten¬ 
tion of the neighbors — and the authorities. 


The eastern third of the country between the Para¬ 
guay and Parana rivers is an area of green, rolling hills 
and some of the world's most fertile land for subtropical 
farming. It is the home of a majority of the 30,000 Ger¬ 
man nationals who live In Paraguay. 

Mengele has been reported positively sighted in a 
village named Hohenau in the southeastern extreme of 
that region, and in the coffee-growing center of Pedro 
Juan Caballero near its most northeasterly point. 

ISRAELI SOURCES here concede that they don't 
know the exact location of his present refuge, but they 
believe it is somewhere between Hohenau and Pedro 
Juan Caballero, probably along the Parana River that 
forms parts of Paraguay's boundary with Brazil and 

a na and affords quick access into either gf those 
ss. i* 

Unlike many Nazi fugitives, Mengele made little 
effort to hide his identity during the early years after 
the war. 

HE LIVED openly in Bavaria until the early 1950s 
when he travelled to Argentina where the late Gen. 
Juan D. Peron had offered asylum to a host of Nazis on 
the run. 

Mengele continued to live under his own name here 
until the mid-1960s, representing Karl Mengele & Sons, 
a Bavarian farm machinery company managed by his 
brother. But he took the precaution of acquiring Para¬ 
guayan citizenship after a German court issued a war¬ 
rant for his arrest in July, 1959. 

Acting on the warrant, Germany asked Argentina 
for his extradition, but the petition was returned with¬ 
out action in August, 1959, on the technical ground that it 
should have been drafted in Spanish rather than Ger¬ 
man. 

OFFICIAL RECORDS in Paraguay show that "Jose 
Mengele" (Jose is the Spanish equivalent of the Ger¬ 
man Josef) received an identity document from that 
country’s authorities in October, 1959. A month later, he 
received Paraguayan citizenship by order of the su¬ 
preme court. 

He continued to live in Argentina, however, until the 
spectacular May, 1960, abduction here of Adolf Eich¬ 
mann by Israeli secret agents who spirited Eich¬ 
mann to Israel for trial and later execution for his key 
role in the Holocaust. 

ISRAELI SECRET service chief Isser Hare!, who 
personally directed the pursuit and capture of Eich¬ 
mann in Argentina, wanted to seize Mengele too but was 
unable to divert the time and resources away from his 
principal mission. 

In The House on Garibaldi Street, his book on the 
Eichmann operation. Harel describes the home ip Vi¬ 
cente Lopez, a middle-class suburb of Buenos Aires, 
where Mengele lived until just before the Eichmann 
capture. 

"Of all the evil figures who played principal parts in 
the macabre drama of the attempt to wipe out the 
Jewish people.” Harel wrote of Mengele. "he was 
conspicuous for his abominable enjoyment of his role as 
death’s messenger." 

AFTER NEWS of the Eichmann capture was 
made public, Argentina's press clamored for Men¬ 
gele's arrest, and authorities in July, 1960, ordered 
police to pick him up. But it was already far too late. 
Israeli agents traced him to a hotel in Asuncion and 
from there to Hohenau. 

Mengele, 19 when he fle'd Argentina, is 68 today. In 
the years between, he is assumed to have changed his 
appearance, which once included blond hair and mous¬ 
tache. He is known to have used 11 false names in that 
lime, with false documents to match. 

SINCE WEST German authorities in 1973 identified 
a skeleton found near Berlin as that of Deputy Fuhrer 
Martin Borinann. Mengele has been the world's most 
wanted Nazi fugitive. 

Over the years, he has been reported seen a number 
of times in southern Brazil, home of 80,000 German na¬ 
tionals and more than 2 million persons of German de¬ 


scent. Wiesenthal has documented several of Men¬ 
gele's trips to Europe where his wife and son still live. 

These include a visit to Germany in the 1960s for his 
father's funeral and a vacation near Torremolinos, 
Spain, where Wiesenthal says he came within two 
days of catching up with him in 1970. 

THE VETERAN Nazi hunter once said that "hunt¬ 
ing Mengele is a dangerous business and several men 
who tried to do so have lost their lives." 

Among Nazi war criminals known or suspected to 
have taken refuge in South America, only two have ever 
been returned to face trial after successful extradition 
proceedings. 


I read recently that the de¬ 
partment to cut out red tape 
was suffering from lack of 
business.

This I was required to sign to 
show that I had purchased 
the batteries (by cash or che¬ 
que). 

Then I was given a copy of 
this detailed document and 
another copy of a receipt 
(also made out in tripli¬ 
cate). 

I then forked over the hor¬ 
rendous sum of $3.71 and got 
my batteries. Enough said.

OTTAWA (UPC) — Foothills Pipelines announced 
Friday it will push for a $1.56 billion all-land route to carry 
Alaskan oil to the lower United States, reducing the need 
for dangerous tanker traffic down the west Coast. 

"Where there is an alternative to ocean transport of 
oil, specifically by an underground pipeline, that is the 
alternative that should be used,” Foothills president Ed 
Phillips told a news conference. 

Under the Foothills proposal, which they said they 
expected to present at hearings before the National En¬ 
ergy Board in a few weeks, the oil pipeline would paral¬ 
lel their proposed pipeline to bring Alaskan natural gas to 
the lower states: 

The company said the 2 , 400 -kilometer (1,505-mile) 
pipeline from Fairbanks, Aiaska, to Edmonton would 
cost $1.56 billion (U.S.) and transportation costs would 
drop to $6.47 per barrel from the present $9.93 cost of 
using the Panama Canal. 

Another Foothills proposal, which the company now 
says they would proceed with “only on demand by the 
U.S.A.,” was for carrying the Alaskan oil from Valdez

OTTAWA (UPC) - Can¬ 
ada's 31,000-employee nu¬ 
clear Industry received what 
could prove a death sentence 
Friday when Japan's Atomic 
Energy Commission reject¬ 
ed the purchase of Candu 
reactors. 

“The Japanese AEC and 
minister of science and tech¬ 
nology recommended to 
Prime Minister (Masayoshi) 
Ohira that despite the good 
characteristics of our Candu 
reactors, they should not be 
introduced to Japan at this 
time," a trade department 
spokesman said. 

Officials said Canada had 
not been officially informed 
of any decision to reject the 
four Candu reactors in favor 
cf developing Japan’s own 
reactors, and would consider 
the matter open until the 
Japanese government itself 
rendered a decision. 

"What we will try to do is 
convince them that we have 
a better system when cabi¬ 
net meets again on the 
issue," the spokesman said. 

However, a spokesman for 
the Japanese embassy in Ot¬ 
tawa said "according to the 
law. the prime minister has 
to respect the decision of the 
committee.” The move 
could have a major effect on 
Canada-Japan relations. 

The AEC move had been 
reported opposed by a num¬ 
ber of cabinet ministers and

Press and its parent chain, 
Gannett Inc., were prepared 
to file federal suit charging 
the civil rights of News- 
Press reporter Michele Hlm- 
melberg were being violat¬ 
ed. 

Himmelberg, 22, was hired 
by the Newa-Press three 
weeks ago to be the news¬ 
paper's NFL reporter. In the 
first exhibition game last 
Saturday, players were 
brought outside the locker 
room separately for the In¬ 
terviews, an arrangement 
she said put her at a competi¬ 
tive disadvantage with other 
reporters. 

"I have a job to do, and I 
want to do it,” said Himmel¬ 
berg, who was sports editor 
of University of Southern 
California's campus news¬ 
paper, The Daily Trojan. 

Cuiverhouse said the 
choice was between closing 
the locker room to all media 
or opening it to all. Coach 


John McKay polled his play¬ 
ers and found they were un¬ 
animously opposed to allow- 
ing women into locker 
rooms.

ake the 1979 B.C. Open one of the

Like everyone else involved in 
Canadian pro golf, Penny recognizes 
the problems facing the CPGA tour 
since Peter Jackson dropped spon¬ 
sorship three years ago. 

Finding sponsors for the individ¬ 
ual tournaments has been a problem 
and just recently the Alberta Open 
was cancelled because one couldn’t 
be found. 

The Manitoba Open paid only $1,- 
000 to the winner but the Saskatche¬ 
wan group did a fine job and man¬ 
aged a $4,000 payoff to the winner 
and Victorians Jim Rutledge and Bob 
Beauchemin picked up $2,000 each 
for finishing in a tie for second. 

It’s hand to imagine how the Al¬ 
berta Open could be cancelled, what 
with all the money tha( is supposed to 
be floating around that oil-rich prov¬ 
ince. 

“One oil company could pick up 
the tab for the whole thing and write 
it off,” says Penny. 

The Glen Meadows pro does feel, 
however, that a contributing factor 
was trying to hold the tournament in 
Medicine Hat. 

“They could have had it in Ed¬ 
monton or Calgary. You’ve got to 
keep these tournaments in the big 
centres.” 

Television exposure wouldn't 
hurt either but it seems the networks 
don’t feel there’s a market for Cana¬ 
dians watching Canadian golfers. 

The Canadian Open and the Ca¬ 
nadian LPGA tournaments are tele¬ 
cast but the provincial tournaments 
are largely ignored. 

The B.C. Open isn’t until Sept. 
26-29 at Glen Meadows, but in his 
effort to see that it remains a major 
event. Penny has been preparing for 
months. 

The prize money has been 
guaranteed at $15,000 by the BCPGA 
but Penny wants to get a major 
sponsor and advertise the tourna¬ 
ment as a $20,000 event. 

He has sold Labatt’s on sponsor¬ 
ing the pro-am on Sept. 26 to the tune 
of about $2,500 and has set Monday as 
the deadline for obtaining a major 
sponsor for the 54-hole tournament. 

Penny says he has been doing 
considerable negotiating and is confi¬ 
dent that he’ll get the major spon¬ 
sor. 

In the meantime he has been 


selling individual sponsors for seven 
of the 18 holes at $500 apiece and is 
hoping more will local businessmen 
will come forward. Penny feels he

SASKATOON (CP) — Or¬ 
ganizers are hoping the good 
sense of the 1,700-odd ath¬ 
letes coming here for the 
Western Canada Summer 
Games, which begin Sunday, 
will prevail over any secur¬ 
ity problems that could crop 

UP The athletes from Alberta, 

and Saskatchewan, plus an 
estimated 950 officials, will 
be housed at the University 
of Saskatchewan during the 
week-long games. They’ll 
arrive in two waves as those 
competing in the Olympic- 
style events later in the week 
aren’t expected until the 
early events are over and 
those competitors have gone 
home. 

The games are designed to 
give participants a preview 
of the next Olympic show in 
Moscow next year. The first 
Western Canada Summer 
Games were held in Regina 
in 1975. 

Mike Safruk, a city police 
staff seargent, has the job of 
supervising security among 
the athletes and officials, 
who will be spread over 


seven residence buildings on 
campus. 

Games rules do not permit 
any drinking in the athletes 
village and there is a 1 a.m. 
curfew. But the games are 
for competitors of all ages 
and there is a limit to what 
adult participants can be 
told do. 

Safruk wasn't looking for a 
lot of trouble and said he 
expected common sense 
among participants will 
keep problems to a mini¬ 
mum. He said security per¬ 
sonnel plan to enforce the 
no-drinking rule in the resi¬ 
dences and the curfew, but 
as diplomatically as pos¬ 
sible.

One of the reasons that 
harness-racing has been 
making big gains is that, at 
least on the smaller tracks, it 
is considerably cheaper to 
campaign a standa'rdbred 
than a thoroughbred. 

It's not only that in many 
cases the owner trains and 
drives his own stock but also 
that the standardbreds can 
go to the post twice as often 
in a year. Fifty starts in a 
year is not at all rare for 
pacers and trotters, and Guy 
Daddio, which is to make its 
debut at Sandown Raceway 
today, isn't considered un¬ 
usual because it started 63 
times last year. The rule of 
thumb for most is three 
starts every two weeks. 

John Hollingsworth, who is 
breeder, owner, trainer and 
sometimes driver, says that 
standardbreds are not really 
tougher than thoroughbreds. 
IPs just that thoroughbreds 
aren't worked enough. 

Standardbreds are 
warmed up twice on race 
day, the first time close to 
ifro hours before race time 
and the second time three 
Laces in advance, and do 
three or four miles in total 
before going to the post. 


That kind of handling 
makes thoroughbred people 
shudder, but whether it's the 
heavy work load or that all- 
out galloping takes more out 
of a horse than pacing or 
trotting, standardbreds do 
seem to thrive on a heavy 
work load. 

Ceejay Hathy is one that 
does. The four-year-old 
mare, trained and driven by 
Raleigh Wiseman, didn't 
make its first Sandown start 
until June 2 but in the next 40 
racing days it went to the 
post 22 times. 

Driven hard each time, 
Ceejay Hathy managed five 
show finishes in its first 13

Gas hunt lifts B.C, quarterly surplus 


British Columbia’s books 
were out of balance by $242.1 
million in the first quar¬ 
ter of this fiscal year—but on 
the plus side of the ledger. 

Finance Minister Evan 
Wolfe was pleased at an¬ 
nouncement Friday of the 
surplus, a full $23.3 million 
more than he had predicted 
and $9.3 million higher than 
the surplus recorded in the 
same quarter last year. 

However, the minister re¬ 
sisted any urge to hand some 
of the windfall back to the 
taxpayer, noting that much 


of the surplus will be wiped 
out in the second quarter 
when spending is expected to 
outstrip revenues by more 
than $190 million. 

Provincial revenues from 
April 1 through June 30 to¬ 
talled $1,234,400,000, or $63.1 
million more than forecast. 
Expenditures were $993.3 
million, or$37.8 million more 
than expected. 

Wolfe attributed most of 
the higher income to strong 
interest in petroleum and 
natural gas exploration 
rights and most of the unex- 


Hospitals to receive 
$13 million bail-out 

The British Columbia government is mailing cheques 
totalling $13 million to hospitals around the province. 

A health ministry official said Friday the payments 
mailed this week are Intended to help cover deficits left 
over from the last fiscal year. 

He said an additional $2.6 million will be mailed out in 
the next two weeks, along with normal year-end ad¬ 
justment payments of about $7.8 million dollars. 

The total hospital deficit for the 1978-79 fiscal year 
will be $23.5 million. In the past, the government has co¬ 
vered two-thirds of the deficit but Health Minister Bob 
McClelland recently announced his ministry intends to fund 
the entire deficit remaining from last year.

this year. 

Although the surplus will 
be needed to meet the bills 
later this year, B.C.’s finan¬ 
cial position is solid, he 
said. 

A weak Canadian dollar 
has spurred foreign demand 
for B.C. forest and mineral 
products and attracted 
droves of budget-conscious 
tourists. 

If the trend continues, 
“the province’s objective of 
a balanced budget is as¬ 
sured.” 

The figures showed that 
revenue from the B.C. Petro¬ 
leum Corp. jumped almost 
$26 million to $88.1 million 
from the first quarter last 
year while mineral permits 
and fees brought in $75.3 mil¬ 
lion, up sharply from $40.6 
million last year. 

Timber sales also soared 


during the quarter—$81.6 
million over $23.4 million 
last year. 

The pre-election drop in 
the sales tax to four from 
seven per cent, counting the 
federal government's subsi¬ 
dized sales tax cut last year, 
resulted in a $i9.5-miilion 
decrease in provincial social 
service tax revenue during 
the quarter. 


Sales tax revenues to June 
30 were $152.5 million, com¬ 
pared with $172 million in the 
first quarter of the 1978-79 
fiscal year. 

The quarterly report also 
shows that the government's 
decision to lower the person¬ 
al income tax rate cut reve¬ 
nues from that source to 
$276.8 million from $313.8 
million last year. 


People celebrating the tax 
cuts may have helped the 
government make up some 
of its losses from booze 
sales, however. In any case, 
liquor sale profits jumped 
to $52 million from $41 mil¬ 
lion in the first quarter last 
year. 

The government's biggest 
user of red ink was again 
health services-

Regional board flayed 

Saanich council

They may be poor cousins 
of the folks with big boats 
and fancy downriggers, but 
Victoria’s shore fishermen 
make no apology for their 
sport. 


THEY maintain that cast¬ 
ing for salmon is better ex¬ 
ercise, just as much fun, and 
more challenging sport than 
what their colleagues who 
take to boats do. 


The last part is certainly 
tru,e—be prepared to get 
skunked, sometimes for 
mofllhs on end of dedicated 
casting, before landing a big 
saljtion (or even a small 
one). But success from the 
shore brings its rewards 
which make sore elbows and 
arms worthwhile, the shore 
fishprmen say. 


STEVE Chalmers is one 
example. He says he's pulled 
in a 30-pounder from Ross 
Bay. his regular fishing spot, 
but this year the fishing has 
been poor. The last salmon to 
hit alure he couldn't let go of 
in Ross Bay was hauled in 
two months ago, and all 
Chalmers himself has to 
show for his efforts this year 
are six cod, in spite of the 
facj that.he goes fishing al¬ 
most every night. 

On' the other hand, when 
fishing from shore "they'll 
hit in the shallow water and 
head for the deep, and you 
don't know where they'll 
stop." That’s the thrill that 
the boat fisherman, who can 
follow or be pulled by his 
quarry, misses, and that 
Chalmers waits for. 

WHILE difficult, shore 
fishing Is not impossible. 
Take David Moyer, perhaps 
one of the most successful of 
the species in Victoria. His 
sharp over-tho-head cast 
sends a lure flying 75 metres 
or more into the current off 
Ten-Mile Point and from 
; that spot Moyer has landed 
mohe than 150 pounds of sal¬ 
mon in the last year. On one 
particularly productive 
weekend last month, he 
landed two fish totalling 30 
pounds. 

That's not luck, by the 
way. Moyer keeps meticu¬ 
lous records in his tide book 
of when he catches the fish, 
and over the years has ac¬ 
quired a knack for knowing 
when- the fish are likely to 
bite. He claims that during 
the spring, particularly, he 
can predict within about five 
mitjutCs the time that a fish 
is most likely to be caught. 

IT'S NOT a particularly 
difficult or expensive sport 
to get started in. An eight or 
nine-foot casting rod (it has 
a. more tapered tip than a 
trolling rod. to give better 
speed and accuracy to the 
cas]), a spinning reel and a 
lure are all the equipment 
retired. Basic outfits range 
in price from about $35 to 
about $100, depending on 
quality and size. 

Most popular lures are the 
Buzz Bomb, a long, tapered 
lure said to attract the fish 
with underwater sound as 
well as its spinning action; 
the Deadly Dick, a flat lure 
with bright flashes on the 
sides; .and a variety of her¬ 
ring look-alikes, such as the 
Stingsllda, the Nordic and 
• the Perkin. 

NO WEIGHTS or flashers 
are used: only the metallure 
; itself, the most popular sizes 
of which weigh from 30 to 50

are here, it can be good." An¬ 
other. Alain Dion, laments 
that the legendary Pacific 
salmon of the tourist bro¬ 
chures is more elusive than 
the tourist brochures indi¬ 
cate. and the satisfaction of 
coming back with something 
is less common than in his 
native Ontario. But he 
sweeps his hand across the 
landscape, with sailboats 
coming in to harbor, the 
warmth of the setting sun 
glimmering on Mount 
Baker, and the shadows of 
the Olympics, and says “it's 
worth coming down here just 
for that.' 1 

CATTLE Point, the point 
at the Victoria Golf Club, 
and the Ogden Point break¬ 
water are other places 
where salmon can be pulled 
in at the right time of year. 
They offer relatively deep 
water if one knows where to 
cast. 

Ross Bay is not deep, but 
when the salmon follow the 
feed in. it can be hot, Steve 
Chalmers says. He attrib¬ 
utes the poor salmon fishing 
there this year to the pres 
ence of several sections of 
pipe left on the floor of the 
bay as a result of the stalled 
sewer outfall at Clover 
Point. The pipe diverts sal¬ 
mon from their normal mi-' 
gration pattern, evidence for 
which comes from the 
schools of small fish which 
boil to the surface as salmon 
attack from beneath. Fol¬ 
lowing their progress across 
the bay indicates the direc¬ 
tion the salmon are travel¬ 
ling. The pipes in the bay 
have also slowed down the 
current, encouraging the 
growth of kelp in what used 
to be the bay’s hot spot. 

MOST SHORE fishermen 
predict greater local interest 
in the sport in the future, as 
the cost of fuel and boats go 
up. In addition, Victoria's 
mild winter weather is less 
of an impediment to the 
year-round angler, particu¬ 
larly the retiree without the 
income to keep a boat, but 
the time to do plenty of cast¬ 
ing. 


grams, is at the end of the 
line. 

Shore fisherman Rick 
Preston says beginners tend 
to lose Buzz Bombs because 
they can pinch the line 
against the rocks when re¬ 
trieved. and suggests try¬ 
ing some of the other lures at 
first. The reel should be kept 
full of line to give less line 
resistance when casting. 
Fifteen-pound test line is a 
good compromise between 
strength and the light weight 
needed to get a long cast. 

EVEN THE most experi¬ 
enced fisherman will lose 
tackle, however, as the 
divers who frequent the 
popular casting locations 
and sell the lures they find 
there can attest to. 

The most popular fishing 
spot in the Victoria area is 
the fqot of White Rock Av¬ 
enue on Ten-Mile Point. The 
deeply-etched rocky shore¬ 
line faces the panorama of 
Haro Strait and San Juan 
Island, and during tide 
changes a swift current 
curls around the shoreline. 
Kelp beds on either side of 
the point provide a haven for 
small fish, who in turn at¬ 
tract large fish, especially 
when the tide is slack and the 
small fish wander into the 
open area between the kelp 
beds. 

A PLAN to erect a house on 
the point undestandably has 
the hundreds of fishermen 
who use Hie spot lamenting 
that the best shore-fishing in 
Victoria could be ruined, 
especially if a proposal to 
put sewage from the house 
directly into the sea suc¬ 
ceeds. 

Because of its popularity, 
Ten-Mile Point can get very 
crowded, particularly on a 
summer weekend. It should 
probably be avoided by the 
beginner or those taking 
youngsters along: the footing 
is sometimes precarious, 
and poorly cast lines can 
become tangled as the tide 
sweeps them around the 
point. 

RICK Preston notes that 
more than one jacket or hat

by an enthusiastic caster 
whose baekswing got the 
better of him. So far, how¬ 
ever, lie's only snagged one 
boat from the point (he 
yelled loud enough to stop it 
before he ran out of line), 
and no divers, yet.

An angry Saanich council voted Friday to launch 
a countersuit against the Capital Region Board in the 
dispute over plans for major shopping centres in the 
area. 

THE BOARD HAS initiated a B.C. Supreme Court 
action to quash Saanich's bylaw permitting a major shop¬ 
ping centre on the Tillicum drive-in theatre site. 

In other developments at the emergency council meet¬ 
ing: 

• The developers. Cal Investments Ltd. and Tillicum 
Holdings Ltd., announced they had applied to the court 
to be joined as parties to the municipality's court action, 
and applied for a hearing in Chambers next Thursdav on 
a point of law dealing with the validity of the board's 
suit. 

• Saanich will notify the regional board it will not 
contribute toward the legal action or assume any responsi¬ 
bility for any damage suits which may be filed. 

THE DELAY HAS so far cost the developer "well in ex¬ 
cess of $1 million." according to Cal Investments presi¬ 
dent James Forsythe, who termed the board's action 
"irresponsible and stupid.” 

The costs of delaying the multi-million-dollar project 
were monumental and “it’s irresponsible for any public 
body to act in such a stupid manner," he said. 

Forsythe said there was no reason the matter should not 
be resolved immediately and that was why an application 
for a hearing next week had been made. 

THE CENTRE WOULD create 800 new jobs, add $300. 
000 to the Saanich coffers, as well as adding six acres of 
parkland and improved access to Colquitz Creek, he noted. 

Council, in a rare show of unanimity, blasted regional 
directors who had voted Wednesday to reject a com¬ 
promise worked out by planners on both sides. 

Veteran Alderman Sandy Noel said he was "complete¬ 
ly bewildered" by what occurred and accused some 
directors of using the board as an election platform. 

"We were deceived by the board and I'm damn fighting 
mad,” he said. 

ALD. FRED SEVERSON said there was a personal 
vendetta against Saanich by some directors who refused to 
accept the fact that the municipality's three directors were 
voicing concerns of the nine-member council. 

"I know Jim Campbell (Outer Gulf Islands repre¬ 
sentative) won't sit still until he gets Saanich into court. 
He’s prepared to pursue it to the bitter end. no matter the 
cost involved." 

Severson said the municipality was justified in adopt¬ 
ing the shopping centre bylaw because "we need to 
establish a tax base.” 

HE SAID HE COULD not allow the region to hold the 
municipality's destiny in its hands, "and I can t be a party to 
this type of dictatorship.” 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said it was apparent "we are 
trapped in the middle of a vicious, savage, vindictive 
campaign by some regional board members." 

The politics of the board appeared to preclude any 
ability to deal with problems in an honest and straightfor¬ 
ward manner, he said. 

BLAME FOR THE BOARD'S stand was directly at¬ 
tributable to "the vicious mayoralty in fighting taking place 
in Victoria,” Couvelier added. 

Aid. Irene Block said she would not be a party to 
making Saanich taxpayers pay the bill for a suit being 
launched against the municipality. 

"I'm fighting mad,” she confessed. "We should fight 
this lawsuit just as far as we can." 

Municipal solicitor Christopher Nation recommended 
council support a defence in the courts "because I consid¬ 
er we have a very strong defence to this legal chal¬ 
lenge.” . * 

THE BOARD'S WRIT asks the court for a declaration 
the zoning bylaw is void and also seeks an injunction, 
presumably to prevent Saanich from issuing building per¬ 
mits for construction and servicing the site. Nation report¬ 
ed. 

The writ, he said, does not state precisely how Saan¬ 
ich’s bylaw violated the regional plan, "but we may 
presume it will be argued it violates a section which re¬ 
quires each application for a regional centre to be ap¬ 
proved by the board." 

Nation said the municipality adopted the bylaw after 
receiving legal advice that the particular section was 
ultra vires and not binding on the municipality. 

"This opinion, in fact, stated that regional centres 
can be located in any urban area shown on the plan map. 
which I would note includes the Tillicum site." 

NATION SAID SEVERAL reports from regional dis¬ 
trict staff were on file which attempted to develop other 
grounds or arguments for attacking the bylaw. "But I am 
not aware of any other arguments or grounds which 
might place our bylaw in jeopardy," he said. 

The board voted 10-6 this week against a motion that 
would have stalled proceedings in the shopping centre 
squabble despite an agreement worked out by Saanich 
and regional district planners defining the size of a 
regional shopping centre. 

The amended bylaw was given three readings by 
directors and referred to individual councils and elec¬ 
toral area committees for comment. 

The draft agreement between Saanich and the re¬ 
gion was referred to the regional plan management 
committee and the municipalities. 

IT PROVIDES FOR^definitions of neighborhood, dis¬ 
trict, regional and central area shopping centres District 
centres more than 175,000 square feet or within half a mile of 
a municipal boundary would have to be approved by the 
region under the agreement. 

Regional centres are defined as having one or more 
full-line department stores with a wide variety of other 
stores providing goods and services, and would also 
have to be approved by the region.

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
exactly is macrocytic ane¬ 
mia? Can it result from alco¬ 
hol consumption? Also can 
having too many bowel 
movements a day rob the 
body of vitamins and cause 
it?—W.H.N. 

The word '‘macrocytic’’ 
means "large cells." In ma¬ 
crocytic anemia the circu¬ 
lating red blood cells are 
larger than normal. These 
cells are large when formed 
in the bone marrow, then get 
smaller as they mature. 

There are several reasons 
why the red cells do not ma¬ 
ture properly. Heavy alcohol 
use, when associated with 
liver disturbance, is one. 
There may be a deficiency of 
folic acid because of failure 
of the liver to store it. Folic 
acid is important in blood 
formation. This may also be 
related to poor diet. The

You mention frequent 
bowel movements. That can 
indicate absorption prob¬ 
lems, and be a clue to an 
immediate cause, especially 
with diarrhea. Pernicious 
anemia <B-l2deficiency),an 
absorption problem, can be 
involved. A number of drugs 
can cause it, as can low thy¬ 
roid activity. 

How macrocytic anemia is 
treated depends on which 
factors are at work. From 
the rest of your letter, the 
B-12 deficiency would be 
high on my suspect list. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I'm 

told I have "weaver’s bot¬ 


tom,” which doesn’t sound 
too flattering. I'm not a 
weaver. What is it and how is 
it treated? Can you give me a 
nicer name for it?—A.W.S. 

How about "bursitis of the 
ischial area?” The ischium 
is part of the hip. The ischial 
tuberosity is the bone pro¬ 
trusion you sit on. Weaver's 
bottom may occur in people 
who put continued pressure 
on the under hip area, and I 
suppose weavers (who ap¬ 
parently do a lot of sitting at 
their work) gave their name 
to it for that reason. Many 
quaint terms enter the rear 
door of medical literature in 
similar ways — "house¬ 
maid's knee,” "swimmer's 
itch” (or ear), even "jeep- 


driver’s cyst” (pilonidal 
cyst). 

You should void sitting on 


hard surfaces. The bony part 
of the ischium is easily irri¬ 
tated. Change positions fre¬ 
quently and try a doughnut 
cushion. Otherwise, treat¬ 
ment Is the same for any 
inflamed bursa problem — 
anti-inflammatory medi¬ 
cines of the arthritis type.

Hotel spurring 
new tank farm 

In view of the proposed $20 million hotel complex at Vic¬ 
toria's Inner Harbor, relocation of the tank farm is of the 
utmost Importance, acording to Mel Cooper, president 
of the Victoria Chamber of Commerce. 

And Plumper Bay in View Royal was the best possible 
site for the relocation, Cooper said in an interview Fri¬ 
day. 

Cooper said the whole tank farm debate had unfortuna¬ 
tely been "more politically than solution-oriented." 

He said it was extremely important that the parties 
involved in the relocation — the provincial government, 
the Capital Region Board add the oil companies — sort 
out their differences and speed up the process. 

Cooper said the chamber had looked into the issue and 
had come to the conclusion that the Plumper Bay site, 
next to Victoria Plywood, was the best possible choice. 

He said location of the tank farm at that site would have 
least detrimental impact on the community, especially if 
the tanks were buried. 

W Cooper said the relocation had become a top priority 
with the announcement by Oakcrest Park Estates Ltd. 
of plans for a major hotel complex to be built adjacent 
to the existing tank farm on the Inner Harbor waterfront 
in Victoria West. 

The proposal by the regional board to move the tank 
farm to Plumper Bay has triggered opposition from the 
board’s View Royal member, Al Beasley, and View Royal 
fire chief Frank Beil. 


They cite inadequate fire protection as their main rea¬ 
son for opposing plans to locate the tank farm at Plumper 
Bay.

This was Cape Race, Newfound 
land, sticking away out into the Atlan¬ 
tic from the continental land mass, 
and the spot from which Guglielmo 
Marconi launched his history-making 
trans-Atlantic wireless telegraph sig¬ 
nals in 1901. 1 was on an electronic 
mission too, but of a much more pro¬ 
saic nature, but the memory that 
sticks in my mind is the fact that our 
party saw the sun only once during our 
three-week stay there. The rest of the 
time we moved, ghost-like, through 
wisps of fog. 

The clammy, cold mist was every¬ 
where. I found out — the hard way — 
that it was necessary to'take all our 
clothing out of the cupboards every 
day', to give our suits a good brushing 
and air them before the fire, otherwise 
they became mildewed. 

From that time on, mildew was 
always associated in my mind with 
dampness, and when I ran across mil¬ 
dew on roses, delphiniums and garden 
peas, my first thought was to try to 
create drier conditions for the plants. 
It didn’t work. 

Reluctantly, in the light of my Cape

Race experience, I abandoned my 
theory. I have come to the conclusion 
that mildew on plants is not caused by 
dampness, and while I wouldn’t say 
that dryness at the roots is the actual 
cause of this common plant disease, 
most certainly it is a serious contri¬ 
buting factor. 

Poor air circulation has an Impor¬ 
tant bearing on it too. A rose bush 
growing right out in the open, with no 
neighbors crowding close in, is much 
less subject to mildew than, say, a 
Dorothy Perkins growing on a wall, 
but thp principal contributing factor is 
still a lack of moisture at the deep 
root level. 

The rambler and climbing roses 
always seem to suffer more than the 
bush or tree roses, and here again I 
think it is because plants grown 
against a wall are sheltered to some 
extent from the rain, and insufficient 
moisture penetrates to the rooting 
area. 

You’ll notice it is nearly always the 
late peas, maturing in August and Sep¬ 
tember, that suffer the most from 
mildew. These must do most of their 
growing during the driest part of the 
season, while the vines that enjoyed 
tbe spring rains are much less likely to 
suffer. 

Poor air circulation plays an im¬ 
portant part in pea mildew too, as so 


many home gardeners sow their seeds 
too close together. The vines become a 
tangled mass, through which air can¬ 
not pass freely. I sow my seeds at least 
three inches apart in the row, and I 
sow in shallow trenches so I can irri¬ 
gate deeply with a trickle from the 
hose. 

Mildew usually attacks roses and 
delphiniums fairly late in the season 
after the first flush of bloom is over, 
the time when our spring enthusiasm 
for gardening is waning. We are in¬ 
clined to relax, take things easy and 
become careless in our cultural prac¬ 
tices. This isn’t good, for the foliage on 
our plants becomes badly crippled just 
at the time when it is performing its 
most important task — plumping up 
the roots for next year’s {dooming. 

Fortunately, mildew isn’t too diffi¬ 
cult to control if you catch it early and 
stay on top of it. There are a number of 
good anti-mildew sprays available, in 
eluding wettable sulphur, Phaltan. 
Karathane, Acti-Dione and the excel¬ 
lent Benomyl. In an emergency I have 
had fair results from ordinary wash¬ 
ing soda, half a cupful per gallon of 
water. 

The important preventive mea¬ 
sure, though, is to prevent dryness at 
the deep root level with good deep 
waterings, plus a heavy surface mulch 
to prevent evaporation. 


There have been fairly 
fierce debates in history 
about which cold drink is the 
most quenching — the most 
exquisitely satisfying to a 
craving palate and a 
parched throat. 

Farmers haying under an 
August sun would swap their 
wages for a swig of switchel, 
a mixture of milk and molas¬ 
ses and a dash of ginger 
which can bring even a New 
Englander to ecstasy when 
poured cool and smooth from 
an earthenware jug wrapped 
in a damp towel. 

Lemonade — please scant 
the sugar — always has had 
a broad constituency. 
Shandy gaff, a combination 
of ginger ale and grape 
juice, used to command a 
loyal following. Homemade 
root beer had its rooters, 
especially among those to 
whom fragrance is half the 
drink. Nobody was ever 
more vociferous, even fa¬ 
natical than the buttermilk 
minority. 

Water — well water — 
could pull as big a vote as 
any drink on a 95-degree day; 
puritans and dieters loved 

it. 

But all this is history. In 
the summer of ’79 it has been 
decreed that the thirsty 
American will be allowed 
only two main choices: colas' 
or lemon-lime drinks. For 
the fact is, the world of soft 
drinks now is an $11 billion-

Arego, the French astronomer, was 
one of the first to recognize the odd 
paradox that in order to perceive a 
very dimly lighted object, it Is neces¬ 
sary not to look at it.

In most cases, the experimenter 
was looking for something else, he 
may, indeed, even have been working 
in another field entirely, like Galvani 
and the frog, or the modern re¬ 
searchers who were seeking a drug to 
relieve back pain when they found 
they had devised a tranquilizer. 


a-year business which can¬ 
not permit thirst to be self- 
selective. From the time a 
baby is off mother’s milk 
and taking a first ogle at TV, 
he or she is told what to 
drink. 

At the moment, the Ameri¬ 
can still is a “colanist.” Of 
the 359 cans or bottles of 
carbonated drink that each 
statistical American con¬ 
sumes annually, about 222 
(or 62 per cent) are full of 
cola. Only about 43 (or 12 per 
cent) are filled with lemon- 
lime drinks. But the past five 
months will go down In fizz- 
history as the Great Lemon- 
Lime Offensive. 

The big cola-challenger, 
the pseudo-citrus hope is 7- 
Up, with a S-tO-million adver¬ 
tising campaign backing up 
the wishful slogan: "Ameri¬ 
ca’s turning 7-Up.” The 
colas, of course, have their 
own un-cola alternatives — 
Sprite (Coca-Cola) and 
Mountain Dew (Pepsi-Cola) 
— and a merciless, no-quar¬ 
ter fight for the dry Ameri¬ 
can throat is expected. 

Do we hear a voice piping, 
"May the best drink win?” 
The poor guzzler still hasn’t 
got the point. Quality — the 
"best drink” — has nothing 
to do with the battle of the 
bubbles. 

Esquire magazine reports 
that lemon-lime drinks clob¬ 
ber cola drinks in blindfold 
tests. Ah, but when the blind¬ 


folds come off, men hate 
themselves for liking the 
sissy pseudo-citrus. As Es¬ 
quire puts it, “7-Up was per¬ 
ceived as the drink of women 

. . Telly Savalas, Baretta, 
the Fonz? Are you kidding? 
They drink Coke. That’s 
really what people think." 

The law of soft drinks is: 
People don't drink a fluid, 
they drink an image. What 
image will 7-Up be sinking 
$40 million into? Surprise. 
The “youth image." Mean¬ 
ing, pretty much the same 
crowd of tanned-and-toothy 
squealers the cola drinks al¬ 
ready feature in their ads, 
playing tag football and 
splashing in mountain pools, 
all the time displaying a re¬ 
markable talent for smiling 
without drooling while chug- 
a-lugging 12 ounces of al¬ 
most anything. 

Evidently no soft drink can 
go wrong pretending to be 
the stuff Ponce de Leon was 
looking for. As Madison Av¬ 
enue sees it, what we think to 
drink, after our carbonated 
brainwashing, is a youth po¬ 
tion. And so, in our needy, 
needy, world, $40 million will 
be spent to switch us from 
one brand of sugar, coloring 
and artificial flavor to an¬ 
other. 

On the tube a cast of teen¬ 
age thousands in designer 
bikinis and fashionsbound 
about with those gaseous 
smiles on their faces. On the 


streets city kids open the 
nearest hydrant. Long, hot 
summer! 

In Greek mythology to be 
thirsty was to be in hell, and 
the worst of torments was 
that of Tantalus, condemned 
to stand in cool, clear water 
without being able to drink. 
What would Tantalus be¬ 
come in 1979? A man with a 
bottle of soda pop, and no 
bottle opener? 

In the Bible the giving of 
water to a stranger at a well 
was an act of grace. Jacob 
fell in love with the woman 
who offered the precious 
substance to him. To thirst 
was to be human; to drink 
was to share that humanity, 
to partake in a kind of com¬ 
munion. 

This once was the meta¬ 
phor for the most intense 
desire men and women could 
feel for goodness, for righ¬ 
teousness. Now we live in the 
age of the cloyed palate 
where what we really need is 
a drink to wash away the 
other drinks. The primary 
drama of thirst is drowned in 
syrup and fizz and - all that 
“packaging.” 

Enough. We must not get 
too melodramatic about one 
more summer of soft-drink 
campaigns. But with 1984 
approaching, one cannot 
help asking: If thirst can be 
manipulated, what cannot be 
manipulated, George Or¬ 
well? 


We are now just beginning to apply 
this valuable lesson in our pursuit of 
the medical mystery of cancer, and it 
has taken us long enough to shift 
gears. Direct research to find the 
“cause” of cancer has became subor¬ 
dinated to other goals, because all 
frontal attacks have thus far proven 
unfruitful. 

What is called “basic research” is 
often sneered at by self-styled practi¬ 
cal people, such as Charles E. Wilson, 
former U.S.A. secretary of defence, 
who once defined it as “what you do 
when you don’t know what you’re 
doing.” This cheap shot bespeaks a 
profound ignorance of the whole mode 
and methodology of scientific investi¬ 
gation. 

L«ng ago, for instance, we learned 
how to estimate the inner temperature 
of distant stars. What was the point of 
such knowledge? Absolutely none at 
the time. Yet. lacking such data about 
the constituency and behavior of dis¬ 
tant stars, we could not today be 
placing satellites in orbit. Our massive 
technology of space exploration rests 


firmly upon the “useless" delving of 
the past. 

Hans Selye, in his memoirs. The 
Stress of My Life, reminds us of the 
famous answer given by the eminent 
English chemist and physicist, Mi¬ 
chael Faraday, when he first pre¬ 
formed his classic experiments of 
magnetism and electricity before an 
audience including the Prince of 
Wales. 

At the end of the demonstration, the 
prince asked rather petulantly, “Yes, 
but what is all this good for?” And 
Faraday replied, “Some day. Sire, you 
will collect taxes from it.” 

This is what the practical mind 
thinks of, and is one reason that the 
U.S. Congress and other funding 
bodies are so reluctant to appropriate 
money for basic research without a 
specific goal. But at this late date in 
history it should no longer be neces¬ 
sary to have to justify the impractical 
by the "botton line" of immediate 
returns. Science, like art, is its own 
bottom line, and no better bottom has 
yet been found.

DALLAS (UP1) — A pro¬ 
posal to throw out more than 
400 years of tradition for the 
sake of modernization in a 
“deadly preoccupation with 
mechanics" is dividing the 
Episcopal Church, a priest 
said Friday. 

The Rev. K. Logan Jack- 
son, 29, said the issue in¬ 
volves what prayers the 
church’s three million mem¬ 
bers should use and already 
has led to a number of people 
leaving the church. 

The number of defections 
could rapidly rise next 
month, he said, if the 
church’s leadership at the 
1979 convention gives final 
approval to a new set of 
prayers to replace the 1928 
Book of Common Prayer, 
which contains essentially 
the same liturgy used since 
1549. 

“For the sake of unity in 
the church and reconcilia¬ 
tion we are arguing for re¬ 
tention of the 1928 book,” 
said Jackson, president of 
the 120,000-member Society 
for the Preservation of the 
Book of Common Prayer. 
"We want the old book to be 
an alternative." 

Jackson, after a strategy 


session with society sup¬ 
porters prior to the church's 
1979 general convention, to 
be held Sept. 9-20 in Denver, 
said a Gallup Poll shows 71 
per cent of the church mem¬ 
bers want the freedom to use 
both the old and new books, 
but few realize it will take 
special convention action to 
allow use of the old book 
without penalty. 

The majdrity of the 
church’s clergy, however, 
prefer the more modern ver¬ 
sion and are unaware of 
their parishoners' strong 
feelings about the 1928 book, 
Jackson said. The church’s 
presiding bishop, the Rt. 
Rev. John Allin, favors use 
of both books, Jackson said, 
however. 

“The gulf in the church is 
just Immense between the 
sheep and the shepherd^." 
he said. "The church has lost 
three-quarters of a million 
members in the last 10 years. 
Certainly, we would say the 
prayer book issue largely 
contributed to it." 

Jackson said the church's 
convention, which will be at¬ 
tended by the 130 members 
of the House of Bishops and 
the 742 members of the 
House of Deputies (of which 


only 371 are lay members), 
will take a second, final vote 
on the new book first ap¬ 
proved at the 1976 conven¬ 
tion. Although his group 
originally was formed to 
fight the new book, Jackson 
said the group now simply 
wants to allow a choice. 

"We're conceding the new 
book will become the stan¬ 
dard,” he said. “But for the 
sake of unity within the 
church, we feel the old one 
also should be allowed.” 

Jackson said the new book 
is comprised of "bits and 
pieces” of revised liturgy 
and prayers used for the past 
12 years but also contains 
previously unused matter. 

"This new book, new revi¬ 
sion is a radical departure 
from any of its predeces¬ 
sors, " he said. 

The new book, he said, 
contains such new things as 
making confession optional 
and allowing lay people to 
hear confessions. 

"For 400 years there has 
been one set form for things 
and the new book contains, 
according to computer fig¬ 
ures. 3,000 different ways to 
celebrate Holy Communion 
alone," he said.

In 1978, baptized member¬ 
ship declined by 24,645, to 
2,742,313. The number of 
total congregations at year’s 
end 1978 was 6.023, down by 
28. This compares to losses 
of more than 83,000 members 
and 152 congregations in 
1977, the year that most 
losses occurred as a result of 
the Synod’s recent doctrinal 
controversy. 

On the “plus” side, total 
contributions from through¬ 
out the church amounted to 
an all-time high of $397,621,- 
267, nearly $31 million over 
1977, for an 8,5 per cent in¬ 
crease. This represents a 
per-member average yearly 
contribution of $195.29, 
among the highest of any 
church body. Also on the rise 
was total adult Bible class 
attendance, at 356,675, or 9,- 
244 higher than 1977. 

The number of confirmed 
members for 1978 was 2,036,- 
011, amounting to 16,069 less 
than the previous year. Sun¬ 
day school enrollment also 
fell for the year from 594,309 
to 578,952, a difference of 
15,347. 

“Membership loss should 
be a deep concern to each 
and every person in the 
Synod,” President J.A.O. 
Preussaid. 

Preus said the increased 
contributions indicated that 
“the over whelming major¬ 
ity of our members have put 
aside the past and are about 
our business as a church on 
the move, making a mark on 
society, as we move forward 
in mission and ministry.” 

He noted that although 
membership giving seemed 
to keep up with the rate of 
inflation for congregational 
programs, that did not hold 
true for Synod and District 
programs. “It is especially

Perspectives! 

•;! By Rev. J.H. Davidson 

A few years ago a woman I was chatting with at a 
church gathering told me about her nephew, a young 
man in his final year at theological college. 

“He’s not planning to enter the ordinary parish min¬ 
istry,” she said, “but hoping to go into a wider field of 
service.” Before I could think of a suitable and not loo 
rude reply, she added, "But of course he always has been 
clever.” 

For some years now, two words have been frequently 
used in discussions of the Christian ministry, “rele¬ 
vant” and “exciting” and they have been used to point 
to what generally the ordinary parish ministry isn’t 
and what is found mainly in the new forms of ministry 
which are developing outside the conventional congrega¬ 
tion. 

The holy text for those who think along such lines seems 
to be a sentence on a book published in the early six¬ 
ties, The Noise of Solemn Assemblies, written by Peter L. 
Berger, an American sociologist who specializes in religious 
institutions: "The sharp edge of the Christian engagement 
with the modern world is not likely to be. made in the par 
ish." 

Unfortunately for many of the clergy who feel they 
should be serving in wider fields—in full-time counsel¬ 
ling. in various exercises in social activism, in special 
enterprises in communications, in denominational bureau¬ 
cracies—there aren't enough jobs in those fields for all of 
(hem. 

I can understand why some of my brothers and sisters in 
the ministry are not enthusiastic about parish service. The 
ordinary parish ministry is more difficult and demanding 
and frustrating than it was in the not very distant past. 

But a new approach seems to be developing with respect 
to the parish, the congregation, the local church. Hans 
Kung. influential Roman Catholic theologian, reflecting 
the decisions of the Second Vatican Council, has written 
that the local church "is in no way to be seen as a subdivi¬ 
sion of the real Church" and that "the whole Church can 
only be understood in terms of the local church and its 
concrete actions; the local church is the real Church." 
No theologically informed Protestant will quarrel with 
that. 

At the practical level we must recognize that the local 
church is the economic base for the whole Church's en¬ 
gagement with the world. In the United Church of Can¬ 
ada, for instance, about 90 per cent of the money used in 
its wider work and mission comes off the collection 
plates passed each Sunday in its 4,271 congregations. It is a 
hard economic fact that "relevance" and "excitement" in 
the Christian engagement are paid for by those whom some 
critics judge to be irrelevant and unexciting. 

A creative Christian presence in the world cannol. of 
course, be sustained and expressed only in the local 
churches. The Church must develop its specialized min¬ 
istry and mission, and search for more places of engage- 
ment with the world. But if there is no effective engagement 
in and through and from the local churches there will be.in 
the end no effective Christian engagement anywhere. As 
Father Kung said, “The local church is the real Church."

A lundamental change is occurring in 
the 32-year-old blood transfusion service of 
the Canadian Red Cross and Victoria is 
feeling the effects. 

There will be no more Friday blood 
donor clinics in Victoria after August, ex¬ 
cept one slated for Dec. 11 in the New- 
combe Auditorium foyer- 
The change has come about because of 
changing needs of B.C. hospitals. Ad¬ 
vances in blood science and medicine have 
resulted in a gradual increase in the use 
of blood fractions rather than whole blood, 
to the extent that 70 per cent of all 


blood collected must now be separated into 
Its components. 

It is a process that results In greatly 
improved treatment for the patient, allows 
one donation to benefit several patients 
and leaves the Red Cross with a problem. 

The problem is that blood must reach the 
laboratory within two to six hours of 
being donated, and the only laboratory in 
the province which produces components 
from whole blood is in Vancouver. 

At, present, the only workable solution Is 
to collect 70 per cent of the province’s 
blood needs in the Lower Mainland. 


Budget restrictions compound the prob¬ 
lem. Air delivery is too expensive and 
funds are not available to hire more staff. 
Holding more clinics in the Lower Main¬ 
land with the available teams means fewer 
clinics outside the critical two-to-six-hour 
range of the laboratory. 

For Victoria, it means 4he Vancouver 
based teams originally scheduled for Fri¬ 
day clinics here must return to the Lower 
Mainland to conduct clinics there. 

The Victoria Red Cross expects the re¬ 
striction on Friday clinics to continue until 
a mini-lab can be located here. 


In the meantime, the need for whole 
blood continues for heart surgery, haemor¬ 
rhages, and exchange transfusions for Rh 
babies and accident victims.

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Rail negotiator tails, strike date Thursday 


OTTAWA (CP) - Concili¬ 
ation commissioner Alan 
Gold has admitted failure In 
his attempt to settle a dis¬ 
pute between 21,000 trades¬ 
men and the major railway 
companies. 

Gold, in a report made 
public Friday, urged the 
unions to take another vote 
on a contract they previously 
rejected and recommended 
the establishment of an In¬ 
dustrial Inquiry commission 
to compare the wages of 


railway tradesmen with 
those employed by other In¬ 
dustries. 

The companies and unions 
now are studying the report. 
If they reject the Gold 
recommendations, the 
unions will be in a legal 
strike position and the com¬ 
panies will be in a legal lock¬ 
out position Aug. 1$. 

Gold said 85,000 other rail¬ 
way employees have accept¬ 
ed and ratified the agree¬ 
ment that was rejected by 


the tradesmen, known In the 
industry as shop craft em¬ 
ployees. 

The shop craft employees 
include carmen, machinists, 
sheet-metal workers, elec¬ 
tricians, moulders, boiler¬ 
makers, blacksmiths and 
pipe-fitters. 

Gold said it would be un¬ 
fair to give the shop craft 
employees a better deal than 
their fellow employees. 

Further, he described the 
contract offered by the rail¬ 


ways as an excellent one — 
"indeed it Is common report 
that eyebrows were raised In 
some circles when the settle¬ 
ment was announced." 

The three-year contract 
they rejected provided wage 
increases of 10 per cent In the 
first year and eight per cent 
in each of the final two 
years. The shop craft work¬ 
ers wanted a shorter con¬ 
tract. 

Gold contended a shorter 
contract was not needed be¬ 


cause a cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ment clause would provide 
adequate protection against 
rising prices. 

The shop craft workers 
also wanted “something 
extra" for skill differential. 

Gold said 72 per cent of the 
tradesmen have skills com¬ 
parable to those found in 
outside Industries. An In¬ 
quiry commission should 
look into the shop craft work¬ 
ers’ complaints that they are 
falling behind others with

Chair-lift buses 
ready to serve 


Passenger tests new ramp 


Four B.C. Hydro buses, equipped 
with hydraulic wheelchair ramps, will 
be in regular service next month on 
the Beacon Hill route. 

Victoria Aid. William Tindall said Fri¬ 
day the buses would run for an initial six- 
month trial period and if the program was 
successful, other buses would be equipped 
with wheelchair ramps. 

Tindall said the project was the first of 
its kind in Canada. 

He said bus drivers were very enthusias¬ 
tic about the program. 

It takes about 90 seconds to get a wheel¬ 
chair patient aboard the bus, according to 
Tindall. 

The driver will push a button which will 
cause the front steps to unfold into a 


platform. The wheelchair is rolled onto the 
platform and lifted until its level with the 
bus floor. 

After the wheelchair is aboard, the plat¬ 
form will rearrange itself into steps. 

Tindall said the hydraulic lift could also 
be used by handicapped persons who 
weren't confined to wheelchairs, but had 
difficulties boarding the bus. 

The project is the brainchild of a provin¬ 
cial committee which has representation 
from a number of handicapped groups. 
Tindall is on the committee as a repre¬ 
sentative of the Urban Transit Authority. 

He said Victoria, and specifically the 
Beacon Hill route, were selected for the 
pilot project because of the large number 
of elderly and handicapped people living in 
James Bay and Fairfield.

Air firms inherit

OTTAWA (CP) — When three West Coast air com¬ 
panies bought Victoria Flying Services two years ago, 
they inherited some labor obligations along with tne 
assets. 

The Canada Labor Relations Board had ruled three 
years ago that Victoria Flying Services illegally fired 
pilots James Douglas and Barry Oncescu. 

Victoria Flying Services appealed the board decision 
to the Federal Court of Canada. The court upheld the 
board ruling. 

Two years ago, without following the order to rein¬ 
state the pilots, Victoria Flying Service sold its business 
to Cougar Air Ltd., West Coast Air Services Ltd. and 
Viking Air Ltd., all of Victoria. 

The board now has ruled that the three new owners 
must pay compensation of $17,971 to Douglas and $31,- 
149 to Oncescu. 

The companies also must reinstate the pilots, with 
Douglas and Oncescu deciding which one they want to 
work for.

America initially rejected 
the offer by a narrow 51.2 per 
cent vote, but leaders of the 
5,500-member union have 
since said that the pact will 
be agreed to as soon as local 
Issues at some mills are 
cleared up. 

Jack Munro, western re¬ 
gion president of the IWA, 
when contacted by telephone 
in his Vancouver office Fri¬ 
day, said he had little sym¬ 
pathy for the dissident tra¬ 
desmen. 

“We don’t recognize this 
new (tradesmen's) associa¬ 
tion.” he said. 

“And as far as I know at 
this time, their action has 
had hardly any effect 
today. 

“1 know that all big mills 
on the Island where our 
membership is involved are 
operating today,” Munro 
added. 

Munro, incidentally, ear¬ 
lier barred Kamloops union 
members from using the 
union hall for its tradesmen 
study session. 

“We don’t like it,” said 
Gary Thibert, association 
spokesman. “We have a 
right to use the hall.” 

But the tradesmen did 
move to another building. 


“There will be no picket 
lines because we are not out 
to shut down the industry,” 
said Brian McQuay, a mem¬ 
ber of the Duncan IWA and a 
spokesman for the trades¬ 
men. 

The tradesmen feel they 
are entitled to the same 
wage revision granted 
benchmen, or saw filers, 
who were previously con¬ 
sidered tradesmen. 

Benchmen were given 70 
cents an hour on top of the 
across-the-board 90-cent-an- 
hour increase in the first 
year, while tradesmen got a 
30-cent revision. The trades¬ 
men said both groups should 
have received a revision of 
$1.05 an hour. 

"We regret having to hold 
these study sessions but it 
seems it is the only way for 
us to go,” said McQuay. “AH 
we are asking for is that all 
tradesmen be treated equal¬ 
ly." 

McQuay said he hoped 
Forest Industrial Relations 
would contact the trades¬ 
men to settle the wage issue, 
but F.I.R.’s earlier state¬ 
ment made this highly un¬ 
likely. 

McQuay in a later inter¬ 
view with the Colonist in 


Duncan Friday afternoon, 
said his group was not a 
separate union breaking 
away froqi IWA. 

"It’s a tradesmen’s group 
within,the three forest 
unions,’Mie pointed out. 

And he confirmed that the 
group’s membership is 
about 5,000. 

There is no president but 
the various locals have about 
42 representatives who al¬ 
ternate chairmen at meet¬ 
ings. and he was the head at 
the last meeting. 

But he said the tradesmen 
are getting-to the point 
where they “don’t recognize 
Jack Munro anymore." 

However, he added quick¬ 
ly, that quote was from other 


tradesmen and “not from 

me.” 

“As far as Jack Munro is 
concerned, we’re wondering 
which side of the fence he’s 
on. 

"We’ve been told by some 
IWA locals that mistakes 
were made during negotia¬ 
tions." 

McQuay also disagreed 
with other reports on the 
study session. 

He said all the tradesmen 
were out throughout the 
province, even though a 
Colonist check of several Is¬ 
land mills could not support 
his contention. 

“Munro, combined with 
the F.I.R., is trying to break 
us,” he said.

Friday’s much-ballyhooed 
province-wide forest indus¬ 
try 24-hour study session 
produced plenty—or little— 
that was worth studying by 
B.C.’s dissident tradesmen. 

It just depended what side 
one listened to. 

The tradesmen, who call 
themselves the B.C. Forest 
Industry Tradesmen's Asso¬ 
ciation and claim to have 
5,000 members, are unhappy 
with some of the aspects of 
this year's forest industry 
pact. They are members of 


either the IWA or the two 
Canadian pulp unions. 

The tradesmen called for a 
24-hour study session 
throughout the province Fri¬ 
day to back their demands 
for improvements to the 
master agreement. 

But a spokesman for the 
B.C. Forest Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Bureau in Vancouver 
said Friday that the trades¬ 
men’s action was having 
“very little effect.” 

He noted that as far as 
F.l.R. knew, there were no 
major mills affected any¬ 
where on the Island. 

A different report was re¬ 
ceived Friday afternoon 
from a tradesmen's spokes¬ 


man, who said members of 
his group were out every¬ 
where in the province. 

Earlier, Don Saunders, 
chairman of Forest Indust¬ 
rial Relations and the Pulp 
and Paper Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Bureau which negoti¬ 
ates on behalf of forest prod¬ 
ucts companies, said in 
Vancouver the industry had 
no intention of reopening the 
agreements. 

The tradesmen, who re¬ 
ceive 30 cents an hour on top 
of the wage increase nego¬ 
tiated in the new contracts, 
want another 75 cents an 
hour, as well as provisions 
for banking of overtime, an 
extra hour's pay for working 


graveyard shift, and wage 
revisions for all appren¬ 
tices. 

The industry pact reached 
last month provided a 90- 
cent-an-hour wage increase 
in the first year on a base 
rate of $8.16 an hour and a 
90-eent-an-hour or 9.5-per¬ 
cent pay boost, whichever is 
greater, in the second year, 
along with improvements in 
fringe benefits.

Truck drivers and camper owners mounted a 
stoic watch at the B.C. Ferries Tsawwassen terminal 
Friday, waiting to assess the damage their vehicles 
suffered when the Queen of Albemi ran aground. 

The sides of panel trucks and tractor trailer units 
were split open, buckled and in some cases twisted 
completely out of shape. Tires were flat, boxes caved 
in and the loads being carried on some of the trucks 
were visible through the holes. 

There was a strong odor of gasoline mixed with 
diesel fuel as tow trucks and cranes pulled vehicles 
from the disabled ferry. 

The Albemi, carrying 93 passengers and 21 crew mem¬ 
bers, ran aground on Collision reef Thursday while nego¬ 
tiating the tricky waters of Active Pass, halfway along the 
ferry’s first run of the day from Tsawwassen to Swartz 

Bay. 

Everyone was safely evacuated, but the vessel devel¬ 
oped a 33-degree list as the tide receded, tumbling the 
vehicles about the deck. 

Three tugboats towed the damaged ferry to Tsaw¬ 
wassen early Friday after a three-hour, 40 minute voyage 
across Georgia Strait. 

Initial damage estimates to the vessel alone ran at 
close to $1 million. The docked ferry showed a defi¬ 
nite list to port and suffered a damaged propeller and 
a hole in her bow. 

After unloading the scrambled vehicles, the ferry 
moved northward, under tow and partly under her own 
steam, to drydoek in North Vancouver where investigators 
will attempt to determine the cause of the accident.

OTTAWA — PetroCanada will not be split up and 
sold off to private interests, according to Energy 
Minister Ray Hnatyshyn, the Conservative cabinet 
minister in charge of reviewing the future role of the 
controversial crown oil company. 

In an exclusive interview, Hnatyshyn added that 
PetroCanada will continue as a corporate entity and 
as Canada's state oil company, in the pursuit of 
energy self-sufficiency for Canada. 

He added that it is likely that PetroCanada will 


also act as an agent for 
the federal government 
in state-to-state oil pur¬ 
chases. 

At the same time, certain 
aspects and assets of Petro¬ 
Canada (which now ranks as 
Canada's largest Canadian- 
owned oil company) will be 
'‘privatized,” where this 
would not interfere with the 
broader purpose of the com¬ 
pany and where these assets 
and aspects would be better 
handled by private inter¬ 
ests. 

One example would be the 
sale of shares in Westcoast 
Transmission Co. Ltd. of 
Vancouver that were ac¬ 
quired when PetroCanada 
took over Pacific Petro¬ 
leums Ltd. of Calgary. 

Hnatyshyn, who is prepar¬ 
ing a complex package of 
proposals on energy policy 
matters for consideration by 
cabinet later this month, ex¬ 
pressed personal concern 
that the official government 
view of PetroCanada has not 
been getting out. 

He seemed particularly 
concerned about the grow¬ 
ing backlash to miscon¬ 
strued beliefs that Petro¬ 
Canada would be eliminated 
in some manner. 

And he even went so far as 
to question the advisabil¬ 
ity, at this time, of even 
selling shares to the public in 
PetroCanada, as some Tory-

ST. JOHN’S, Antigua 
(UPI) — The new British 
Conservative government 
Friday told West Indians 
bluntly that it doesn't want 
any more dependencies In 
the Caribbean and residents 
of one small island, Nevis, 
immediately turned to Can¬ 
ada and the United States to 
see if they’ll take them in. 

The blunt warning was de¬ 
livered by Nicholas Ridley,, 
the new deputy foreign sec¬ 
retary for Commonwealth 
affairs in London, after a 
three-day meeting on the 
eastern Caribbean island of 
Antigua with leaders of Anti¬ 
gua, St. Kitts and Montser¬ 
rat. 

Antigua, population about 
100,000, and St. Kitts, with a 
population of about 40,000 
want to become independent 
before the end of the year. 
But Barbuda, with only 1,000 
inhabitants, wants to sepa¬ 
rate from Antigua and 
Nevis, with 15,000 people, 
wants to secede from St. 
Kitts before independence. 

Both Barbuda and Nevis 
want to remain separate de¬ 
pendencies of Britain. 

Montserrat, on the other 
hand wants to remain a col¬ 
ony. 

Simon Daniel, the leader 
of the Nevis Reformation 
Party that heads the move¬ 
ment to take Nevis out of the 
federation with St. Kitts, 
said in an interview that "the 
British minister was quite 
frank and made it clear that 
Britain did not want any 
more dependencies and if 
the Nevis representatives in¬ 
sist on secession then they 
would have to go it alone." 


Guerrillas accept 
Thatcher proposal 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanza- 
nia (UPI) — President 
Julius Nyerere said Friday 
the Patriotic Front guerril¬ 
las accepted the latest Rho¬ 
desian peace initiative and 
would compromise on the 
controversial issue of con¬ 
trol of the nation's security 
forces during a transitional 
period. 

Nyerere’s statement at a 
news conference was the 
first public indication that 
the guerrillas had accepted 
the initiative and agreed to 
compromise on the security 
issue. It came despite “seri¬ 
ous reservations" expressed 
publicly by the Front’s co- 
leaders earlier this week 
about British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher’s 
peace plan. 

What remained unclear, 
however, was whether the 
Front had willingly accepted 
the initiative or whether the 
black African "front-line 
states," led by Tanzania,

were pressuring the guerril¬ 
las to compromise. 

Nyerere said that if any¬ 
one did torpedo the British 
initiative approved earlier 
this week by 39 Common¬ 
wealth nations, it would not 
be the guerrillas, but either 
the Zimbabwe Rhodesia gov¬ 
ernment of Bishop Abel Mu- 
zorewa or South Africa. 


Zimbabwe Rhodesia's 
government would like to 
have its army, Nyerere said, 
"and I suppose the Patriotic 
Front would like to have 
their army. But the agree¬ 
ment says properly super¬ 
vised elections under British 
authority." 

Observers said that ap¬ 
parently meant the Front 
would compromise — or be 
forced by the front-line 
states to compromise — on 
long-standing demands that 
the current security forces 
must be disbanded and the 
guerrillas themselves con¬ 
trol the country during any 
transition period and elec¬ 
tions. 

That question has been the 
major stumbling block to all 
previous initiatives. The 
statement by the Tanzanian 
president, black Africa’s 
spokesman on Rhodesian 
matters, indicated a major 
breakthrough. 
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Fisheries strike averted 

VANCOUVER (UPC) — 

B.C.'s 4,000 shoreworkers 
have voted to accept an 11th- 
hour contract offer by the 
fishing companies, eliminat¬ 
ing the threat of a strike in 
the province’s third major 
industry, a fishermen’s 
union spokesman said Fri¬ 
day. 

A spokesman for the Unit¬ 
ed Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union said the 
shoreworkers — who work in 
fish processing plants in 
Vancouver and Prince Ru¬ 
pert — voted by a two-lo-one 
margin to accept the one- 
year pact, which will give 
members an 83-cent-an-hour 
wage increase to an $8.25 
base rate. 

The Fisheries Association 
of B.C., bargaining agent for 
14 large fishing firms in the 
province, came through with 
an improved offer only hours 
before the union had planned 
to call a Sunday strike. 

About 600 tendermen and 
7,000 salmon net fishermen 
have already reached tenta¬ 
tive agreement with the in¬ 
dustry.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Bobby Clarke and Joe 
Watson, who have played more games for the Phila¬ 
delphia Flyers than any other players, will take on 
new responsibilities as assistant coaches for the 
National Hockey League team, it was announced 
Friday. ' 

Clarke, the Flyers' captain since 1972, will be the 
team's first player-coach, aiding head-coach Pat 
Quinn. Watson will rejoin the organization as a 
part-time assistant whose main responsibilities will 
be to scout future opponents for the Flyers. 

Clarke, a native of Flin Flon, Man., who will be 30 
on Monday, has played more games, 773, than any 
other Flyer. He leads the club in total goals, 270; 
assists. 598, artd points. 868. Clarke also holds the 
team marks for most shorthanded goals, most con-' 
secutive games scoring a point and most assists in 
one game. 

Clarke has played for the NHL All-Stars all 10 
seasons he has been with the Flyers and captained 
the 1979 Challenge Cup team against the Soviets last 
season. He was the Flyers' youngest captain and has - 
been active in the NHL Players Association. 

Watson played 11 years on the Flyers' defense 
before being traded last year to the Colorado Rock¬ 
ies. An original Flyer, coming to Philadelphia from 
the Boston Bruins in the 1967 expansion draft. Wat¬ 
son has played in 746 games for the Flyers, 
second only to Clarke. 

Watson's career was ended last November when 
his right leg was broken in a game in St. Louis. After 
three operations and six months in a cast, Watson 
still suffers some discomfort but can walk without a 
cane.

Call for Sunday closing gets no support

CUMBERLAND — Aldermen here have de¬ 
cided not to support a resolution to be presented at 
the Union of B.C. Municipalities meeting, calling 
for Sunday closing of stores. 

According to a letter from Joan Wallace, 
general manager of the Retail Merchants Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, several municipalities have al¬ 
ready endorsed the resolution, including Burnaby 
and North Vancouver and will urge the govern¬ 
ment to introduce legislation to control Sunday 
shopping on a province-wide basis. 


Her letter said exceptions would be made for 
corner grocery stores, drug sections of drug 
stores, stores in tourist areas and similar busi¬ 
nesses. 

Council said the exceptions covered “a pretty 
wide area” and was of the opinion that such 
matters should be governed by each municipal¬ 
ity. 

Two stores are open in the Cumberland area 
and no complaints have been heard, Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Moncrief said, adding he believed them to be 
a convenience to the public. 


In addition, he said provincial legislation 
would just be another step to take away municipal 
autonomy. 

He said he was not ready to support Sunday 
closings unless real problems arise and aldermen 
agreed by receiving and filing the letter. 

In other council business a letter from Alex 
Fraser, transportation minister, said the 17th 
Street crossing in Courtenay has the highest 
priority and the first tender call will be in the 
spring of 1980. 

Also, planning for an inland route has begun 


and a more definite schedule will be available 
soon. 

Meanwhile, the library report indicates book 
lending continues to rise; an official opening of 
the new municipal office will be held soon; 
the lots in the new subdivision, which have been 
held off the market because of a legal matter, 
may soon be ready to offer to the public, 
and Jumbo’s cabin will likely not be designated as 
a historic monument. 

However, a historic marker will probably be 
placed where his cabin stood in Chinatown. -

Cooper said in a 
press release Friday 
that 37,000 passengers

liner so far this year, 
only 8,000 short of the 
record 45,000-passen- 
ger total in the whole 
of 1978. 

"We expect that by 
the end of August load¬ 
ings will have equalled 
or surpassed last 
year’s record 45,000 
passengers,” Cooper 
said. 

lie also noted that 
the 1978 record repre 
sented a “staggering 
lOOper-cent increase 
over 1977, when only 
1 1,343 passengers 
were carried.” 

Cooper also pointed 
out that about 7,700 
passengers rode the 
Dayliner last month, 
"compared to only 4 
000 for the same month 
last year.” 

He added that "this 
traffic represents a 
tremendous increase 
over last year and the 
committee is confi¬ 
dent that the gains will 
be even more impres¬ 
sive in the future.’

NANAIMO — The Teamster oil 
strike involving delivery drivers, 
warehousemen and office workers is 
beginning to take its toll of the small 
business interests and independents 
caught in the middle. 

When Rudy Bahula and his wife 
signed the lease for the Gulf gas barge 
at Richardson's marina in the middle 
of June, they never expected to be 
closing shop a month and a half 
later. 

But on Saturday morning of the long 
weekend the pumps went dry. Mrs. 
Bahula recalls: “We stayed open sell¬ 
ing ice and bait, but we had no more 
gas half-way through the day. 

“We lost lots of customers because 
we were closed when boaters were 
fueling up to go out for the long 
weekend, and now most of them won’t 
come to us on their way back in. So we 
lose both ways.” 

Bahula is keenly aware of the long¬ 
term financial hardship for his busi¬ 
ness that the recent gas shortage 
will result in. 

“We had just made enough to open 
and pay the lease. Now I'm going to be 
in the red for sure. I’m afraid prob¬ 
ably for the next year.” 

For the Bahulas the gas crisis came 
at exactly the wrong time. 

“We were just starting to get some 
regular customers. When we first 
opened, the boaters would go right by 
to another gas barge up the channel. 
But now we finally started getting the 
local business.” 

Bahula, concerned about the future 
of his business, tries to put it in an 
optimistic perspective. 

“We’re going to try'to keep it open 
because we like boat people. I’ve been 
boating for 20 years. But I won’t know 
until the end of September (if it’s 
financially feasible).” 

The profit-making pattern for a ma¬ 
rine gas barge, as for all marine-re¬ 
lated businesses, is in some ways pre¬ 


carious due to its highly seasonal na¬ 
ture. 

Bahula comments on the impor 1 
tance of summer business: "We have 
to make enough over the summer to 
carry us through the winter when 
there’s only a few fishermen coming 
through. So we need to make most of 
our money in a three- to four-month 
period. 

"The long weekend would have been 
our biggest yet. The weather was in 
our favor and it was one of the 
last big holidays for families and kids 
before school starts again.” 

As for reopening, Bahula doesn’t 
know when it will happen, but he says 
“it’s going to be a while yet. Even 
if they settled this thing this week, we 
still wouldn’t have any gas for another 
week after that.” 

Bahula is somewhat neutral on the 
politics of the situation. He’s not 
against the union or the manage¬ 
ment, just sorry that the public has to 
be inconvenienced. Boaters could get 
stranded.” 

But on the subject of the actual 
union demand of a $2.12 hourly in¬ 
crease on the existing base rate of 
$8.72, Bahula was not without com¬ 
ment. 

“We wouldn’t ever make that kind 
of money, wouldn’t even come close. I 
figure we’re probably making $3 to 
$4 an hour.” 

The Bahula's were working 15 hours 
a day from 7 a.m. to dusk and were 
averaging about $50 each day. But 
they were expecting to realize an in¬ 
crease in their profits with the onset of 
the long weekend. 

"We were hoping to see it double 
this weekend and through all of Au¬ 
gust.” 

Although there are no comfortable 
safe predictions at this time, a local 
Teamster spokesman has indicated 
that rumors have the strike situation 
close to a settlement.

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Rail negotiator fails, strike date Thursday 


OTTAWA (CP) — Concili¬ 
ation commissioner Al^n 
Gold has admitted failure in 
his attempt to settle a dis¬ 
pute between 21,000 trades¬ 
men and the major railway 
companies. 

Gold, in a report made 
public Friday, urged the 
unions to take another vote 
on a contract they previously 
rejected and recommended 
the establishment of an in¬ 
dustrial Inquiry commission 
to compare the wages of 


railway tradesmen with 
those employed by other in¬ 
dustries. 

The companies and unions 
DOW are studying the report 
If they reject the Gold 
recommendations, the 
unions will be in a legal 
strike position and the com¬ 
panies will be in a legal lock¬ 
out position Aug. 16. 

Gold said 65,000 other rail¬ 
way employees have accept¬ 
ed and ratified the agree¬ 
ment that was rejected by 


the tradesmen, known in the 
industry as shop craft em¬ 
ployees. 

The shop craft employees 
include carmen, machinists, 
sheet-metal workers, elec¬ 
tricians, moulders, boiler¬ 
makers, blacksmiths and 
pipe-fitters. 

Gold said it would be un¬ 
fair to give the shop craft 
employees a better deal than 
their fellow employees. 

Further, he described the 
contract offered by the rail¬ 


ways as an excellent one — 
“indeed it is common report 
that eyebrows were raised in 
some circles when the settle¬ 
ment was announced." 

The three-ye* contract 
they rejected provided wage 
increases of 10 per cent in the 
first year and eight per cent 
in each of the final two 
years. The shop craft work¬ 
ers wanted a shorter con¬ 
tract. 

Gold contended a shorter 
contract was not needed be¬ 


cause a cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ment clause would provide 
adequate protection against 
rising prices. 

Tbe shop craft workers 
also wanted “something 
extra” for skill differential. 

Gold said 72 per cent of the 
tradesmen have skills com¬ 
parable to those found in 
outside industries. An in¬ 
quiry commission should 
look into the shop craft work¬ 
ers’ complaints that they are 
falling behind others with

Chair-lift buses 
ready for service 


Passenger tests new ramp 


Four B.C. Hydro buses, equipped 
with hydraulic wheelchair ramps, will 
be in regular service next month on 
the Beacon Hill route. 

Victoria Aid. William Tindall said Fri¬ 
day the buses would run for an initial six- 
month trial period and if the program was 
successful, other buses would be equipped 
with wheelchair ramps. 

Tindall said the project was the first of 
its kind in Canada. 

He said bus drivers were very enthusias¬ 
tic about the program. 

It takes about 90 seconds to get a wheel¬ 
chair patient aboard the bus, according to 
Tindall. 

The driver will push a button which will 
cause the front steps to unfold into a 


platform. The wheelchair is rolled onto the 
platform and lifted until its level with the 
bus floor. 

After the wheelchair is aboard, the plat¬ 
form will rearrange itself into steps. 

Tindall said the hydraulic lift could also 
be used by handicapped persons who 
weren’t confined to wheelchairs, but had 
difficulties boarding the bus. 

The project is the brainchild of a provin¬ 
cial committee which has representation 
from a number of handicapped groups. 
Tindall is on the committee as a repre¬ 
sentative of the Urban Transit Authority. 

He said Victoria, and specifically the 
Beacon Hill route, were selected for the 
pilot project because of the large number 
of elderly and handicapped people living in 
James Bay and Fairfield. 


Canada’s role in food—Clark 


BASUTO FARM, Tanza¬ 
nia (CP) — Prime Minister 
Joe Clark said Friday it is 
more important for Canada 
to help countries such as 
Tanzania produce food and 
other necessities than it is to 
participate in other more 
glamorous international ac¬ 
tivities.

Air firms inherit 
labor obligations 

OTTAWA (CP) — When three West Coast air com¬ 
panies bought Victoria Flying Services two years ago, 
they inherited some labor obligations along with the 
assets. 

The Canada Labor Relations Board had ruled three 
years ago that Victoria Flying Services illegally fired 
pilots James Douglas and Barry Oncescu. 

Victoria Flying Services appealed the board decision 
to the Federal Court of Canada. The court upheld the 
board ruling. 

Two years ago, without following the order to rein¬ 
state the pilots, Victoria Flying Service sold its business 
to Cougar Air Ltd., West Coast Air Services Ltd. and 
Viking Air Ltd., all of Victoria. 

The board now has ruled that the three new owners 
must pay compensation of $17,971 to Douglas and $31,- 
149 to Oncescu.

Crumpled vehicles 
lifted from ferry

Truck drivers and camper owners mounted a 
stoic watch at the B.C. Ferries Tsawwassen terminal 
Friday, waiting to assess the damage their vehicles 
suffered when the Queen of Alberni ran aground. 

The sides of panel trucks and tractor trailer units 
were split open, buckled and in some cases twisted 
completely out of shape. Tires were flat, boxes caved 
in and the loads being carried on some of the trucks 
were v isible through the holes. 

There was a strong odor of gasoline mixed with 
diesel fuel as tow trucks and cranes pulled vehicles 
from the disabled ferry. 

The Alberni. carrying 93 passengers and 21 crew mem¬ 
bers, ran aground on Collinson reef Thursday while nego¬ 
tiating the tricky waters of Active Pass, halfway along the 
ferry's first run of the day from Tsawwassen to Swartz 
Bay. 

Everyone was safely evacuated, but the vessel devel¬ 
oped a 35-degree list as the tide receded, tumbling the 
vehicles about the deck. 

Three tugboats towed the damaged ferry to Tsaw¬ 
wassen early Friday after a three-hour. 10 minute voyage 
across Georgia Strait. 

Initial damage estimates to the vessel alone ran at 
close to $1 million. The docked ferry showed a defi¬ 
nite list to port and suffered a damaged propeller and 
a hole in her bow. 

After unloading the scrambled vehicles, the ferry 
moved northward, under tow and partly under her own 
steam, to drydock in North Vancouver where investigators 
will attempt to determine the cause of the accident.

OTTAWA — PetroCanada will not be split up and 
sold off to private interests, according to Energy 
Minister Ray Hnatyshyn, the Conservative cabinet 
minister in charge of reviewing the future role of the 
controversial crown oil company. 

In an exclusive interview, Hnatyshyn added that 
PetroCanada will continue as a corporate entity and 
as Canada’s state oil company, in the pursuit of 
energy self-sufficiency for Canada. 

He added that it is likely that PetroCanada will 


also act as an agent for 
the federal government 
in state-to-state oil pur¬ 
chases. 

At the same time, certain 
aspects and assets of Petro¬ 
Canada (which now ranks as 
Canada's largest Canadian- 
owned oil company) will be 
"privatized," where this, 
would not interfere with the 
broader purpose of the com¬ 
pany and where these assets 
and aspects would be better 
handled by private inter¬ 
ests. 

One example would be the 
sale of shares in Westcoast 
Transmission Co. Ltd. of 
Vancouver that were ac¬ 
quired when PetroCanada 
took over Pacific Petro¬ 
leums Ltd. of Calgary. 

Hnatyshyn. who is prepar¬ 
ing a complex package of 
proposals on energy policy 
matters for consideration by 
cabinet later this month, ex¬ 
pressed personal concern 
that the official government 
view of PetroCanada has not 
been getting out. 

He seemed particularly 
concerned about the grow¬

ST. JOHN'S, Antigua 
(UPI) — The new British 
Conservative government 
Friday told West Indians 
bluntly that it doesn't want 
any more dependencies in 
the Caribbean and residents 
of one small island, Nevis, 
immediately turned to Can¬ 
ada and the United States to 
see if they'll take them in. 

The blunt warning was de¬ 
livered by Nicholas Ridley, 
the new deputy foreign sec¬ 
retary for Commonwealth 
affairs in London, after a 
three-day meeting on the 
eastern Caribbean island of 
Antigua with leaders of Anti¬ 
gua, St. Kitts and Montser¬ 
rat. 

Antigua, population about 
100,000, and St. Kitts, with a 
population of about 40,000 
want to become independent 
before the end of the year. 
But Barbuda, with only 1,000 
inhabitants, wants to sepa¬ 
rate from Antigua and 
Nevis, with 15,000 people, 
wants to secede front St. 
Kitts before independence. 

Both Barbuda and Nevis 
want to remain separate de¬ 
pendencies of Britain. 

Montserrat, on the other 
hand wants to remain a col¬ 
ony. 

Simon ‘Daniel, the leader' 
of the Nevis Reformation 
Party that heads the move¬ 
ment to take Nevis out of the 
federation with St. Kitts, 
said in an interview that "the 
British minister was quite 
frank and made it clear that 
Britain did not want any 
more dependencies and if 
the Nevis representatives in¬ 
sist on secession then they 
would have to go it alone." 


Guerrillas accept 
Thatcher proposal 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanza¬ 
nia (UPI) — President 
Julius Nyerere said Friday 
the Patriotic Front guerril¬ 
las accepted the latest Rho¬ 
desian peace initiative and 
would compromise on the 
controversial issue of con¬ 
trol of the nation's security 
forces during a transitional 
period. 

Nyerere's statement at a 
news conference was the 
first public indication that 
the guerrillas had accepted 
the initiative and agreed to 
compromise on the security 
issue. It came despite "seri¬ 
ous reservations" expressed 
publicly by the Front's co- 
leaders earlier this week 
about British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher's 
peace plan. 

What remained unclear, 
however, was whether the 
Front had willingly accepted 
the initiative or whether the 
black African “front-iine 
states,” led by Tanzania,

were pressuring the guerril¬ 
las to compromise. 

Nyerere said that if any¬ 
one did torpedo the British 
initiative approved earlier 
this week by 39 Common¬ 
wealth nations, it would not 
be the guerrillas, but either 
the Zimbabwe Rhodesia gov¬ 
ernment of Bishop Abel Mu- 
zorewa or South Africa. 


Zimbabwe Rhodesia's 
government would like to 
have its army, Nyerere said, 
"and I suppose the Patriotic 
Front would like to have 
their army. But the agree¬ 
ment says properly super¬ 
vised elections under British 
authority.” 

Observers said that ap¬ 
parently meant the Front 
would compromise — or be 
forced by the front-line 
states to compromise — on 
long-standing demands yjat 
the current security forces 
must be disbanded and the 
guerrillas themselves con¬ 
trol the country during any 
transition period and elec¬ 
tions. 

That question has been the 
major stumbling block to all 
previous initiatives.

CLUES ACROSS

15. SHOT not show. SHOT (photograph) is the stronger 
answer, since the lighting can be the making of it, 
whereas lighting can only contribute in a compara¬ 
tively small way to the quality of a show. Shop is not 
favored. 

16. NINE not nice. In hinting at a reason why one 
mightn't want to listen to the whole of the record, 
NINE is more pointedly apt. 

17. TOE not hoe. TOE is more firmly apt, since the 
worker may well have a spare hoe available. 

18. GREAT not treat. On a GREAT occasion, one may 
be in the mood not to count the coast of any 
celebrations, 'etc., or whatever “might be in¬ 
volved.” The clue’s vague approach is less well 
suited to a treat, which may well be, in itself, a 
specific offering or commitment. 

CONVERT not convent. It is a person, rather than a 
building or establishment, that would be said to 
have an "air of piety.”

"And I know people who 
don’t let their children see 
television." 

On the other hand, Rogers 
has enjoyed some television 
productions, especially 
those from BBC, and would 
do a series herself if the 
property were up to her 
standards. 

"Yes, I would do a series If 
it were good,” she said. 
"Yes, I would, but you know 
the trouble with things that 
have been offered me — not 
television but movies — is 
that they are so downbeat, so 
unattractive. 

"I don’t expect to be of¬ 
fered the kinds of parts I 
used to play, but there are 
words I won’t say and things 
I won’t do, because I don’t 
think youngsters should 
have them in their con¬ 
cept."

John Hearn's 
collectibles 


Collectibles fall into two 
main categories — things 
you dse and things you don't 
use. The latter includes such 
items as postage stamps, 
bottles, insulators, Goss he¬ 
raldic c hina, souvenir spoons 
and autographs. The former 
includes furniture, carpets, 
the paintings on the walls 
and blocks. There are. of 
course people who 'collect' 
furniture and paintings and 
clocks and carpets but most 
of usj will settle for one of 
each j and use them in our 
homos in preference to the 
mail order plastic contempo¬ 
rary models. The reasons are 
excellent. Fine old furniture 
costs' very little more than 
today's factory made pieces 
and as time goes on they 
increase in value rather than 
deprdeiatc — thus you have 
the pleasure of using them 
and growing richer at the 
same'time. 

It was clocks that remind¬ 
ed me of this! Even the most 
modern of decors can stand a 
fine otd clock. The market is 
growing all the time while 
the number available is at 
best stationary. From an in¬ 
vestment point of view there 
fore.: an old clock is the 
surest of inflation fighters. 

I have discussed this with 
clock, collectors — people 
whose houses vibrate with 
eerie jangles every fifteen 
minuses — and they tend to 
agree that collectible .clocks 
continued to be made right 
up to the 1930s. Before 1800 
all clocks were handmade 
and are available today at 
prices which are out of reach 
for most collectors. In be¬ 
tween there was a century of 
factory made clocks which 
provide us with today's 
prime specimens. 

Production began in the 
U.S. around 1807 when Elm 
Terry of Plymouth, Conn., 
built a factory driven by a 
waterwheel lo mass produce 
clocks with interchangeable 
parts. Nineteenth century 
Connecticut was the heart¬ 
land of the world's finest 
craftsmen. Those clocks arc 
still running and with rea¬ 
sonable care will continue to 
run far into the future. Eli 
Terry was followed by a 
string of names hardly less 
distinguished than his own — 
Seth Thomas. Chauncey 
Jones, for example were 
both assistants of Terry's. 

The earliest of Eli Terry's 


clocks adopted the same 
principle as the English long 
case clock with exposed 
weights and pendulums, but 
around 1814 he designed a 
new type of clock in which 
the weights fell only 18" in¬ 
side a case small enough to 
stand on a shelf. Quoting E. 
J Tyler, “There were only 
three arbours in each train 
and by making the barrels 
small and the great wheels 
large, the clock could run for 
thirty hours. In order to re¬ 
duce the weight fall on wood¬ 
en shelf clocks, five arbours 
were the rule with a limited 
number of teeth in each 
wheel. Brass wheels gave 
scope for a large number of 
very small teeth.” 

In 1842. Jerome tried ex¬ 
porting clocks to England — 
a somewhat nervy project 
comparable with coals to 
Newcastle. The consignment 
was turned back by customs 
as undervalued. He raised 
the price and customs turned 
him down again. One more 
price increase and they let 
him in. Twenty years later 
virtually all the cheaper 
clocks sold in Britain origin¬ 
ated in the U.S. It was not 
just a matter of being 
cheaper — they were simply 
better clocks than anything 
else available on the general 
market at the time. 

The best and the most of 
the world's clocks continued 
lo pour out of Connecticut for 
another hundred years. 
There is little to choose be¬ 
tween the great names — 
Sessions, New Haven, Gil 
bert. Ingraham and Ansonia 
are all prime manufacturers 
and highly collectible. 

Canada came a little later 
and with the founding of the 
Pequcgnat Clock Company 
in Berlin/Kitchener. Ont.. 
the pre-electric dock 
achieved its finest hour. 

Two tips for the would-be 
clock buyer. Have them 
cleaned professionally every 
ten years or so and they will 
last forever — and deal only 
with people who specilize in 
old clocks. Like old book 
sellers they are usually in 
love with their product and 
would rather see their mer¬ 
chandise go to a good home 
than make a vulgar profit.

In one episode of The Mary 
Tyler Moore Show newsman 
Ted Baxter was offered a 
lucrative contract to emcee 
a game show. He declined 
when his boss ridiculed the 
quizmaster job. 

For Canadian-born Alex 
Trebek, no such stigma 
exists. He's living proof that 
being a game show host can 
have its rewards. 

Trebek is currently the 
popular host of the Ameri¬ 
can program High Rollers. 
He previously presided over 
the activities of The $128,000 
Question, The Wizard of 
Odds and CBC's Reach For 
the Top. He'll return this fall 
as master of ceremonies on 
CTV’s weekly skating ex¬ 
travaganza Stars On Ice. 

“Game shows are fun,” 
says Trebeck. "The pay is 
good. The work is relatively 
easy, and it is not usually 
affected by layoffs — unless 
your show is cancelled. Also, 
it gives you a lot of spare 
time to devote to other 
things. I’m hoping to get into 
production and maybe some 
acting. Producing appeals to 
me more, because that’s 
where the big money and 
power is. Films, television 
shows, it doesn't matter. If 
you want control, you be¬ 
come a director or pro¬ 
ducer.” 

Alex Trebek has spent 18 
years working toward that 
goal. He started at 21 at CBC 
Radio in Ottawa, then moved 
to Toronto two years later. 
During the following 12 
years, appeared on a variety 
of programs. As it turned 
out, he specialized in game 
shows. Ironically, when he 
moved to California, he re¬ 
ceived a call from CTV ask¬ 
ing him to come back to 
Canada to host Stars on Ice. 
He half-jokingly says, “You 
have to leave Canada in 
order to be welcomed 
back.” 

Like many Canadian en¬ 
tertainers working in the 
United States. Trebek enjoys 


commuting to Canada to 
maintain his native ties. As 
hestates“It'shome.''Buthe 
doesn’t foresee returning to 
Canada to live permanently 
since there is not enough 
work to satisfy him, nor are 
there the opportunities to be 
as successful as he would 
like. However, success 
hasn't gone to his head. 

“There was a movie made 
some time ago," recalls Tre¬ 
bek, “about the careers of an 
actor and a producer-direc¬ 
tor. Dean Martin’s character 
hit it big very fast, and then 
things fell apart for him. 
Tony Franciosa's character 
struggled as an actor for a 
long time. When he got his 
big break, somebody asked 
him — as he was going out 
onstage to the great ap¬ 
plause of the audience '— 
Has it been worth it?', the 
fact that he had to wait so 
long. He said, 'Yes.' ” 

“That’s the way I have felt 
about this business. You 
have to pay your dues. Oth¬ 
erwise, you'll have difficulty 
keeping things in proper per¬ 
spective. I mean, if you're a 
fantastic success at the age 
of 25, what do you do then? 
You drive yourself nuts try¬ 
ing to match that success. I'd 
rather just keep building, 
building and building." 

With this attitude, Alex 
Trebek intents to pursue his 
wish to start his own produc¬ 
tion company and make 
films in Canada. He fCels 
that the Canadian film indus¬ 
try is on the upswing and he 
has several story ideas in 
'mind. 

What if things take too 
long to come together? “I’m 
not too worried,” he says. 
"It's a question of getting 
the initial break, like any¬ 
thing else. Once you get that 
break, you coast along. It 
develops momentum on its 
own. If it doesn't happen, 
something else will be hap¬ 
pening. As someone once 
said, The secret to happiness 
isn't getting what you want, 
it's wanting what you get." 
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Mrs. Job and A Man Without Passion are two first 
novels which differ widely yet manage to bear an 
uncanny resemblance to one another. They belong to 
that curious sub-genre of Canlit: the pseudo-Canadian 
novel. 

Mrs. Job, by Victoria Branden, aims at black 
comedy and hits farcical melodrama. Ms. Branden's 
writing style is giddy, self-consciously clever and pep¬ 
pered with literary allusions. It will appeal to readers 
with similar proclivities but to few others, so read Ms. 
Branden's opening paragraphs if your proclivities are 
in doubt. ("Why do you keep calling (a tail-gating 
driver) a hog . . . it's unfair to pigs . . . Pigs have lovely 
smiles. That would make a good opening line for a 
poem", etc.) 

As for her plot, Ms. Branden inadvertently provides 
a succinct summary of it in this description of her 
heroine's "recipe" for writing a successful soap opera: 
"Start with a general mess. Add one gal. tears, a 
soupcon of sex, large quantities of com, and break for 
commercial. Go on like that for half an hour, and they 
pay you $1,200 including first residuals.” 

The "commercials” in Mrs. Job are its author's 
frequent excursions into the murky world of the 
“Southern Ontario Protestant conscience", or the 
“S. Ont. Prot. conscience”, as she coyly dubs it. (Well, 
one should probably be grateful she didn't call it the 
SOP cons.”) According to Ms. Branden, the "S. Ont. 
Prot. conscience” is a “survival of Puritanism" which 
persuades its unfortunate victims that the universe has 
both a purpose and a system, which operate by reward¬ 
ing the righteous (rich) and punishing the wicked 
(poor). As Ms. Branden's poor and wicked heroine 
Meredith (Mrs. Job) Doyle laments, “I’m not really an 
atheist, you see. Somebody up there hates me. I believe 
in God. and he is out to get me.” 

All this gives the novel a thoroughly dated air, for 
lit’s been at least 30 years since the "S. Ont. Prot. 
conscience" began making regular appearances in 
Canadian novels. One has the feeling, however, that its 
author is aiming Mrs. Job primarily at English readers, 
who doubtless require some filling in, tljeir own “sur¬ 
vivals of Puritanism" having long since been re¬ 
laxed. 

On the brighter side, there's Ms. Branden's knack 
for the neat turn of phrase. "A far too well-dressed 
female with a face full of splintery features was 
bearing down on us, shouting some cultured equivalent 
of Yoo-hoo,” she will write, or, “Nickie considered, 
stirring Sam's back with one foot.” 

Sam, need I add. is a large shaggy dog. Mrs. Job 
also contains a small child who baby-talks ever so 
cutely, a “malevolent” villainness who throws fits and 
can make punch bowls move about by psychokinesis, 
an eccentric psychiatrist, a homosexual who “comes 
out” and goes back in again, a hard-drinking Irishman, 
an irascible but lovable German and a heroine who's so 
wilfully dumb you want to shake her till her teeth rattle. 
“Soap" is right. But maybe they'll like it in Liverpool, 
who knows? 

A Man Without Passion is as morose and depressing 
as Mrs. Job is giddy. No "S. Ont. Prot. conscience" 
antics for Ms. Evans; she's intent on the emotional 
hysteria of prairie revivalism. 

Her protagonist is Hugh Hectory, the Canadian 
headmaster of a primary school "about 15 miles north 
of Oxford". (Mrs. Evans Is a Canadian who teaches in a 
primary school in south Oxfordshire.) We meet him 
first in an Oxford bookstore, saying three words to a 
fellow Canadian who immediately places his Manitoba 
accent. 

With her Canadian reader's suspension of disbelief 
in tatters on page one (maybe they’ll like it in Oxford¬ 
shire, who knows?), Ms. Evans briskly proceeds to 
finish us off. Hugh Hectory is a misanthrope with a lurid 
past. He finds his staff contemptible and the future 
hopeless. Finally, in an implausible confession to his 
worst enemy near the end of the book, he reveals his 
ghastly secret. And guess what? We've heard it .all 
before. 

Both Mrs. Joband A Man Without Passion read as if 
their authors have been living in a vacuum for at least a 
decade. With the help of a shrewd marketing program 
overseas, they could set British appreciation of Canlit 
back another 30 years.

Alan Ladd's bland studio-packaged 
screen image hardly seems conducive 
to as portentous a title as Ms Linet’s. 
Yet there was a complicated human 
being behind the celluloid dream. A 
few years before the star's death, the 
author, a columnist of Modem Screen, 
asked him "what would you change 
about yourself it you could?” His 
reply: “Everything!” 

So Linet has set out to discover why 
someone who had everything would 
want to change it all. She sees herself 
as much a detective as a biographer, 
and the book provides clear connec¬ 
tions between the things in the past 
that went into the making of the ma¬ 
ture man. 

The lives of Alan Ladd's parents 
remain an unknown quantity. He was 
born in Arkansas in 1913; his mother 
came from England and a place Ms. 
Linet calls West Chester!?); his 
father, a freelance accountant, was a 
"faceless figure" who died of a heart 
attack when Alan was four. 

Some time later, Ina Ladd married 
again and, in an attempt to scrape a 
living, the family moved west to Cali¬ 
fornia in a battered old Ford picking 
up farming jobs along the way in the 
style of a real-life Grapes of Wrath. 
They settled in a camp for transients, 
living on bread and mutton broth: as 
an adult Ladd found the smell of lamb 
made him sick. 

His step-father found work as a 
scene painter in the Hollywood film 
studios but was never adventurous 
enough to try for better things. So 
Alan, some grades behind in high 
school, set out to "be somebody." 

He was good enough to be a con¬ 
tender as an Olympic diver until a fall 
broke his nerve; then, after trying to 
make a success of a hamburger shop 
(“Tiny’s Patio": he was already sensi¬ 
tive about his height), he enrolled in a 
local drama school and slowly began 
to eke a living on radio. 

Hard though things were, he eloped 
with his high school sweetheart, whose 
parents relented to the situation at the 
birtl\ of Alan Jr. But his step-father 
died, a defeated man, and his mother 
turned to drink and finally committed 
suicide in a peculiarly gruesome 
way. 

Little of this is in the official bio¬ 
graphies. The studio version begins 
when Alan came to the notice of Sue 
Carol, an ex-starlet turned actors' 
agent. She was intrigued with his radio 
voice and liked him even better when 
they met: "He came into my office 
wearing a long white trench coat. His 
blond hair was bleached by the sun. He 
looked like a young Greek god, and he 
was unforgettable.” 

That meeting marked the begin¬ 
ning of Ladd's film career and the end 
of his first marriage. 

Linet's detective work unearths the 
attractive character of Ladd's first 
wife, who gracefully bowed out to Sue. 
Officially Ladd's second marriage 
was his first; his career was of Sue’s 
making and the Ladds' togetherness 
was the wonder of the Hollywood col¬ 
umnists. 

Alan Jr., now president of Twen¬ 
tieth-Century Fox, was sometimes 
seen in the family group but questions 
were not encouraged and his pictures 
were removed from publicity spreads. 
A step-daughter and Sue's three previ¬ 
ous marriages were similarly glossed 
over. 

The book’s real interest, though, 
concerns Ladd's disintegration. 
Thanks to Sue's drive and his sensa¬ 
tional impact as Raven in This Gun 
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ALAN LADD ... smothered by Sue? 

Actor haunted 
by childhood 


For Hire, Ladd shot to major stardom. 
After ten years at the top and some 
shrewd investments he was a multi¬ 
millionaire. 

Yet he was never able t o believe i n 
himself. He was the product of Para¬ 
mount's publicity machines, taking 
roles that repeated a money-making 
formula. He was a commodity, a “hot 
property;" his name was box-office 
however indifferent the script, the 
director or Ladd's acting. He came to 
regard himself as a creation of the 
publicists. 

Part of that insecurity went back to 
his childhood. David Ladd compares 
his father's attitude with his wife’s 
success in Charlie's Angels: 

“Cheryl came from a very poor 
background. She is going through the 
same things 1 think my father did. 
There is a major difference between 


the two. My wife came from a ve ry Mk e. 

her*T 


Ms Linet makes a strong case for 
Ladd as victim. When the'marketable 
image grew stale, the studios turned to 
newer, younger products and Ladd 
turned to drink. Yet she also clearly 
blames Sue Ladd for selling that 
image rathe! than pursuing quality. 
Here the book becomes strident, and 
the argument is not helped by the 
gossipy style in which every chapter 
ends on a forced one-line irony: “As 
usual Sue's judgment proved out ... 
He would continue to repeat those 
words, (his love for Sue) at times 
sounding like a well-programmed 
computer, for the rest of his life.” 

The book.lacks more than an objec¬ 
tive styfe. Ms Linet is so concerned 
to link the past with the present that 
the man himself finally escapes. She 
talks suggestively about drink, quar¬ 
rels, a suicide attempt, but there is 
little of what the older Ladd was really 


happy, a very’ stable family. My father 
obviously didn't. Cheryl is gliding 
through her success very easily.” 

Yet, ironically, that unhappy past 
gave Ladd a vulnerability which 
showed on screen. And despite bis lack 
of self-respect and his humiliation 
over his small stature, he was an 
actor. 

The book contains recurring com¬ 
ments from respected actors who ad¬ 
mired the talent which he himself 
could not believe in: “I don't know 
what I'm going to do if this all gives up 
on me ... at least I used to be a 
swimming instructor and now I 
couldn’t do anything. I can't really act, 
and if 1 had to leave the film world. I’d 
have to go back to I don't know what — 
because I couldn't even go back to 
swimming Instruction anymore.” 
When Ladd worked with a director 
who stretched him, the result was the 
classic Shane.

How, one wonders, did their four 
children turn out to be so well- 
balanced and successful? Why are 
their comments about both parents so 
full of love and admiration? Ladd's 
real legacy rests less on his screen 
image than as a person who, despite 
his own insecurities, was loved and 
admired by his colleagues and who 
gave a steadying, settled sense of 
values to his talented children. Ms 
Linet displays the evidence but her 
interpretation is colored by her views 
of Sue's smothering influence. 

Their son's verdict seems nearer 
the mark: “What I remember most 
about my father is what he left all of 
ns. He has four very productive, 
healthy children, and we all have 
strong family units. It must have come 
from somewhere . .. I've heard all the 
bad stories and all the good, and I 
think my mother is terrific. She 
adored this man, and she did every¬ 
thing she did with him out of total love, 
to keep his life together and to try to 
keep him together." N 


Jfe Iwi bqJims-Qtbewiss. 
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A father's library 
spurs literary giant

Jorge Luis Borges was 
bom in Buenos Aires in Au¬ 
gust, 1899. His father, a law¬ 
yer with literary ambitions 
and modest means, was> 
nearly blind, so the family — 
which incuded Borges’ artist 
sister Nora — lived an ex¬ 
tremely solitary existence in 
, the city, their only regular 
outings frequent trips to the 
city zoo. As important as the 
zoo was for stimulating 
“Georgie’s” imagination, it 
was his father’s library that 
provided the chief interest 
in the child's life, and Borges 
writes of his relationship 
with that library in the most 
active terms: 

“If I were asked to name 
the chief event in my life," 
he essayed in 1970, “I should 
say my father’s library. In 
fact, I sometimes think that I 
have never strayed outside 
that library. I can still pic¬ 
ture it... ” 

In 1914, though, the Borges 
family left for Europe. Over¬ 
taken by the war, they lived 
in Switzerland and Spain, 
where “Georgie" learned 
French and German and 
Latin. And he began to write: 
when he returned to Buenos 
Aires in 1921 “Georgie” was 
Borges, veteran of the Span¬ 
ish literary life and an active 
critic and poet himself. 

The next 50 years were, so 
to speak, relatively unevent¬ 
ful. 

Borges, of course, contin¬ 
ued to write — book re¬ 
views, critical articles and 
poems that gained him an 
appreciative audience in his 
native city. Never well off, 
Borges was forced by his 


poverty to take a job in a 
municipal library when he 
was 40 — a job he hated and 
which he kept for nine years, 
escaping whenever he could 
to the basement or the roof to 
write the strange tales that 
eventually won him an inter¬ 
national readership. It's true 
that when Peron came to 
power in Argentina Borges 
and his family suffered 
some humiliation.(he was 
offered the post of chicken 
inspector, an honor he polite¬ 
ly declined), but they were 
all strong enough to shrug 
that off. Dozens of tales 
flowed from Borges’ pen, 
and he began to write poetry 
again and travel around the 
world. 

Now, blind like his father 
before him, he continues to 
create. 

All these and other facts of 
Borges’ life are admirably 
delineated by E. R. Monegal, 
but as the title of his book 
indicates, this is also a liter¬ 
ary biography of the writer, 
and it is in his loving exami¬ 
nation of Borges’ work that 
Monegal excels. 

One of the most interesting 
aspects of that work that 
Monegal discusses is its af¬ 
finities with English prose. 

Borges' paternal grand¬ 
mother was English, and as 
a child “Georgie" learned to 
speak English before Span¬ 
ish. Monegal points out. too, 
that Borges' written syntax 


is closer to English than 
Spanish — which, for read¬ 
ers who don’t know that lan¬ 
guage, may partially ac¬ 
count for the irresistable 
fascination his stories hold. 
Borges' favorite authors 
were nearly all English, too: 
Swift, Chesterton. Steven¬ 
son, Kipling, Wells, and he 
knew and loved old English 
poetry. By the time Borges 
began to compose his own 
tales all these influences had 
combined in his own theory 
and practice of writing. 

Monegal enumerates four 
primary aspects of Borges’ 
frequent disclaimer that he 
is responsible for the stuff at 
all. 

“The composition of vast 
books is a laborious and 
impoverishing extrava¬ 
gance,” he notes. ”... A 
better course of procedure is 
to pretend that these books 
already exist, and then to 
offer a resume, a commen¬ 
tary ..." 

And that is what Borges so 
often and effectively did, 
achieving by that technique 
a work of art that allowed 
him, Monegal says, “to de¬ 
stroy not only the conven¬ 
tions of realistic fiction but 
also those of reality.” 

What Monegal doesn't 
point out, though, is that 
Borges' mature technique 
had its roots (in part at least) 
as far back as Chaucer's 
work, because that master 


BORGES ... the English connection 
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continually offered his own 
creations as translations or 
commentary on another, 
mainly classical work. The 
English connection, then, is 
apparent at the deepest 
levels in Borges' work, and 
other aspects of that work 
only confirm that tie. 

Though E. R Monegal 
cautions us (and perhaps 
himself, too) that “it.would 
be unwise to speculate too 
much”, his book is full of

speculation, particularly 
where he discusses Borges' 
early life. He is prone to 
Freudian analysis that, 
combined with an expert 
reading of several texts, 
leads him into dreary 
bywayj that do little, in the 
end, to reveal Borges the 
man. Monegal frees himself 
further on. though, and there 
finally emerges from these 
pages a portrait of Borges — 
son, man and artist — that no 
reader will not forget. 


New Atlas of B.C. has some surprising facts 


Did you know that British Columbia has 
only 17 per cent of Canada's forested 
land, but that comparatively small area 
contains 40 per cent of the nation’s mer¬ 
chantable timber?. 

That a modest size pulp mill uses 
enough water to supply the domestic re- 
quirments of a city of about 100,000 — the 
combined population of Victoria, Oak Bay 
and Esquimau — and all of this water ends 
up in sewers? 

That the total population of native In¬ 
dians, not including non-status Indians, is 
51,000? 

These and many thousands more facts 
about British Columbia and its people 
are contained in the new Atlas of British 
Columbia, edited by A.L. Farley and pub¬ 
lished by the University of British Colum¬ 
bia Press. 

It’s the first major cartographic study 
of the province to be published since 
1956 and represents the work of over 30 
individuals and four years of extensive re¬ 
search. 

The 144-page book with its 115 full-color 
maps, each supplemented by a compre¬ 
hensive interpretative text, also has 74 
illustrations, tables and diagrams.

Some of the changes that have or are 
taken place in the province since 1911 will 
surprise people. And I’m sure many will 
think they are not necessarily for the 
better, such as the spreading problem of 
pollution. 

It would take too much space to com¬ 
ment on all aspects of this atlas, but under 
the heading of people and population, there 
are some interesting observations. One of 
these is on the likelihood of the decline of 
the population of Canadians of British 
origin — English, Scots and Irish. 

This group now represents 57.9 per cent 
of B.C.’s population of 2,184,520, but the 
day may not be far off when this may drop 
below the 50 per cent mark due to a num¬ 
ber of factors such as immigration, natu¬ 
ral fertility and mortality. 

As an example the book shows that in 
the Vancouver Regional District the ethnic 
orgin of immigrants is less than 34 per cent

British and more than 17 per cent Chi¬ 
nese. 

The largest ethnic group from Europe is 
German. It now represents 9.1 of the 
population and is steadily increasing. 
French account for 4.4 percent. 

If the reader has been under the im¬ 
pression that Norwegians and Danes, who 
have had long associations with the prov¬ 
ince, are numerous, they are in for a sur¬ 
prise — they represent only 2.4 and 1 per 
cent respectively of the population. 

The Slavic ethnic groups — Ukrainians, 
Poles and Russians — are more numerous 
than the Scandinavians. They total 5.2 per 

cent. Italians account for 2.|5 per cent. 

But population is only ohe of 61 topics 

dealt with in this book. There are other 
interesting chapters, such as that on the 
glacial features and the seabed around the 
coastal regions of the province. 

For example, it was with some surprise 
that I read that there are sea-mounts 
rising from the ocean floor off the Queen 
Charlotte Islands higher that Golden 
Hinde, the highest summit on Vancouver 
Island. 

Farley, the editor of this impressive 

book, is on the faculty of the department of 
geography at UBC. 


What 
to eat 
in wilds 


In the last decade there 
has been a deluge of books on 
edible plants, but I think this 
latest field guide, Edible 
Wild Fruits and Nuts of Can¬ 
ada, surpasses them all in 
content, quality and make¬ 
up. 

It was designed to be func¬ 
tional, but its publisher, the 
National Museums of Can¬ 
ada, has also come up, per¬ 
haps unintentionally, with a 
work of art. 

What also makes it of par¬ 
ticular interest to Victorians, 
is that its authors, Nancy J. 
Turner, a specialist in the 
uses of plants by man. and 
botanist Adam F. 
Szczawinski, are residents of 
this city and well known B.C. 
naturalists. 

This is their third book in 
the museum’s edible wild 
plants of Canada series, and 
without doubt their best. 

But before dealing with its 
content, I would also like to 
mention that Aldriska Ceska 
of Victoria is among the ar¬ 
tists who produced the su¬ 
perb field guide illustra¬ 
tions. 

It's a book anyone whose 
hobby is gathering wild 
fruits should have in his or 
her library. 

For those who have never 
gone out wild-berry picking 
they are missing something. 
The rewards are obvious as 
you turn the pages of this 
book and read some of the 
recipes for jams, wines, 
pies, and beverages. 

Who but a wild-berry buff 
has sat down to a snack con¬ 
sisting of such dishes as 
hazel-nut soup, hickory-nut 
torte, mullberry fudge, 
huckleberry pie, walnut 
honey balls and gooseberry 
tarts. 

There’s also a recipe on 
how to make elderberry- 
wine. I once tasted this bev¬ 
erage made by a a connois¬ 
seur of wild berry beverages 
and can vouch for its excel¬ 
lence. 

There are more than 70 
such recipes on how to make 
dishes, cakes and pies from 
berries and nuts, plus de¬ 
scriptions of how to identify 
the fruits or plants. 

But what the book doesn't 
tell you is the special kind of 
pleasure you can derive 
from berry picking. That is a 
complete feeling of relaxa¬ 
tion as you pick within the 
sound and sight of creeks, 
move about in sub-alpine 
meadows or in the logged off 
forest lands of Vancouver 
island. And what’s more, it 
can done in rain or shine. 

Try it. Tuck this book un¬ 
der vour arm and head for 
the hills. — H.D. 


WILD FRUITS AND NUTS 
OF CANADA, by Nancy J. 
Turner and Adam F. 
Szczawinski. National Mu¬ 
seums of Canada. $9.95. 
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To the average person, mention of 
the mutiny on the Bounty instantly 
conjures up a picture (in technicolor) 
of a corpulent, middle-aged Captain 
Bligh (Charles Laughton) standing on 
the deck of his ship, feet apart, arms 
behind his back, head in air — the 
epitome of arrogance. He is devising 
yet another sadistic punishment for 
some unfortunate who has innocently 
offended him. 

Pan to the starboard rail and we 
see a handsome mature officer. 
Fletcher Christian (Clark Gable) con¬ 
fiding to another officer (Franchot 
Tone) his plan to lead a mutiny as the 
only solution to Bligh's tyranny and 
brutality. It is the early 19th century. 
The ship rides at anchor off Tahiti. 
Beautiful native girls swim lazily 
alongside. The stage is set for the hero 
to triumph over the villain. 

This Hollywood scenario, adapted 
for the screen by Charles Nordhoff 
and James Hall from their book. 
Mutiny!, introduced millions to an 
event they had never heard of and 
made real, as only the movies can. the 
facts as stated, in many previous 
books, most of which were based on a 
journal w ritten, after Bligh's death, by 
a James Morrison, who had served on 
the Bounty as boatswain's mate. 

It was a great movie but, according 
to Gavin Kennedy, author of a new 
biography of Bligh, the facts' as pre¬ 
sented by Nordhoff and Hall and ear¬ 
lier writers are almost wholly false. 
Kennedy had no difficulty convincing 
me, but then I’ve always entertained a 
soft spot for the indomitable Bligh. 
More to the point is the belief that 
anyone with $29 to spare, and the 
intestinal fortitude to read every word 
of this minutely detailed, heavily foot¬ 
noted, and sometimes dull work will 
also become a Bligh admirer. 

At the time of the mutiny William 
Bligh was a lieutenant, a slim. 33- 
year-old seasoned veteran. Christian 
was only 22 years old and his rank w as 
that of Master’s Mate. Bligh was the 
Bounty's only officer. The time was 
late 18th century and the action took 
place off Otaheite. And no girls swam. 
As for sadism, tyranny and brutality 
— the common traits of the age — 
Bligh stood out from most of the naval 
commanders of his time as a brilliant, 
fair minded, humane, enlightened 
man. 

To find out why Bligh was consis¬ 
tently vilified by authors and finally 
by Nordhoff and Hall, we have to go 
back a few years to the time when he 
serv ed as Master of the Resolution on 
Captain Cook's third and final voyage 
of exploration to the Pacific. 

Story distorted 

There were two ships in that expe¬ 
dition, the Resolution and the Discov¬ 
ery, and all junior officers (including a 
young midshipman on the Resolution 
named Vancouver) were hungry for 
promotion. When Cook was killed by 
Hawaiian natives, due to the incompe¬ 
tence of a particular Lieutenant Wil¬ 
liamson, a big cover-up took place. 
Williamson was promoted to Post- 
Captain, his fellow officers rallied 
round, and the Admiralty was given a 
distorted account of what happened. 

Bligh had good cause to be grateful 
to Cook, who had chosen him as Mas¬ 
ter. helped him to perfect navigational 
techniques and demonstrated his 
methods of insisting on sound diets, 
exercise and personal cleanliness to 
preserve the life of his crews on long 
voyages. Had Cook survived, Bligh's 
subsequent career would have been 
very different. As it was, Bligh re¬ 
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fused to lake part in the cover-up and 
the enemies he then made saw to it 
that his way would always be hard. 

The one bright spot in Bligh’s life 
was his friendship with Joseph Banks, 
Cook's botanist, who would later be 
knighted, become president of the 
Royal Society, exercise enormous in¬ 
fluence in high places and enjoy fre¬ 
quent access to King George III. By 
inference, Bligh had been held respon¬ 
sible for Cook's death and this affected 
his chances of promotion. Banks, who 
knew better, would right the wrong 
done to his young friend. 

When English plantation owners in 
the West Ihdies sought a cheap source 
of food to feed their slaves, Banks 
suggested transplanting breadfruit 
trees, which grew in abundance on the 
islands in the Pacific. When the sug¬ 
gestion was agreed to. Banks saw to it 
that Bligh was chosen to command the 
expedition. 


Ship inadequate 


The Admiralty was less than enthu¬ 
siastic about the venture and. accord¬ 
ingly, supplied a hopelessly inade¬ 
quate vessel, the Bethia, which was 
converted at great expense and re¬ 
named the Bounty. The Bounty 
weighed 215 tons (the Resolution was 
(62 tons), was 91 feet long, 11 feet 4 
inches deep in the hold, and 24 feet 4 
inches wide. It was so small that the 
ship's company of 46 lived on top of 
one another and the ship's comple¬ 
ment was reduced below the minimum 
needed for such a voyage. The officer 
structure was non est and no marines 
could be carried. In effect, the Bounty 
was at once overcrowded and under¬ 
manned. 

Worst of all, of the 46 aboard only 13 
were common seamen; the remainder 

— those “who never pulled on a rope” 

— consisted of warrant officers, mid¬ 
shipmen and a drunken surgeon, none 
of whom, under the naval laws of the 
time, could be adequately disciplined 
at sea for dereliction of duty. Bligh 
would have liked more seamen and 
some marines, but the "young gentle¬ 
men” who replaced them had been 
wished on him by influential spon¬ 
sors. 

The miracle is that with a crew of 
idlers, misfits and truculent dissenters 
Bligh even managed to reach his desti¬ 
nation. And he did it without losing a 
man. Iron discipline, personality 
clashes and heat, exacerbated by 
overcrowding, together with Bligh's 
violent fits of rage and intemperate 
language (weaknesses also displayed 
by Cook) occasioned by general in¬ 
competence. made for a tension-filled 
voyage. Tahiti, where the useless sur¬ 
geon finally drank himself to death, 
proved a welcome relief for all 
hands. 

It took weeks of diplomacy for 
Bligh to establish a friendly working 
arrangement with the island chiefs, 
and by the time the breadfruit trees 
had been selected, gathered, potted 
and tested for (heir strength to survive 


a long voyage, months had passed. 
Meanwhile, the shore working parties, 
under command of Fletcher Christian, 
enjoyed the easy life and the island's 
climate, particularly that supplied by 
the generous, sexually uninhibited na¬ 
tive women. Young Christian, who was 
on shore all the time, had in fact 
formed a permanent liaison and fallen 
madly in love. 

When the Bounty finally set sail, 
the contrast between the free and easy- 
libidinous Tahitian life and naval dis¬ 
cipline was so marked that rebellion 
was constantly in the air. The situation 
would have simmered down — and 
Bligh and the Bounty would never 
have achieved notoriety — had not 
Christian, a senior warrant officer, 
deliberately fanned the flames of dis¬ 
content into outright mutiny. 

Kennedy advances the thesis, 
which I found well reasoned, that 
Christian's was a private hell and his 
guilt was personal. He was not in fact 
righting any wrongs but simply exter¬ 
nalising his own torments. Always an 
unstable character, he was at the time 
of the mutiny suffering what we would 
term a mental breakdown. 

The mutiny succeeded and Bligh 
and 18 others were set adrift in the 
ship’s launch (23 feet by 7 by 3). 
Christian then sailed the Bounty back 
to Tahiti, landed most of the men 
there, loaded supplies, 10 male 
islanders and six women, the latter for 
the use of himself and the few hard¬ 
liners who then sailed the Bounty to 
Pitcairn, a small uninhabited island 
where they burned the Bounty and 
established a colony. 

The hard-core mutineers felt se¬ 
cure on Pitcairn, but they hadn't al¬ 
lowed for two things. The discontented 
native men. deprived of women and 
used as slaves, murdered Christian 
and all but one of his uncouth, ill- 
assorted companions. And. miracu¬ 
lously, Bligh navigated his small open 
boat across 3.900 miles of ocean to 
reach the Dutch East Indies, from 
where he and the others made their 
way to England to report what had 
happened. 

Second voyage 


Bligh became a national hero, was 
promoted to Commander and reward 
ed with command of a larger ship and 
sent off on a second breadfruit voyage. 
In his absence, the Navy collected the 
mutineers from Tahiti and a series of 
courts-martial took place. Unfortuna¬ 
tely for Bligh, one of the accused (he 
was acquitted) was a midshipman who 
came from an influential family, as 
did Fletcher Christian, whose brother 
was Professor of Law at Cambridge. 
Worse, Christian's great friend was 
the young poet, William Wordsworth, 
and he encouraged both families (o 
seek revenge by blackening Bligh's 
character at every opportunity, which 
they did effectively. 

(Incidentally, Kennedy examines 
the theory that Christian may have 
escaped from Pitcairn and made his 
way back to England, and he explores 


at some length the interesting possibil¬ 
ity that th* Rime of the Ancient Mari¬ 
ner. written at speed by Coleridge 
during a walking tour with Words¬ 
worth. reflects the Bounty story and 
the return to England of Christian.) 

Promotion in the Royal Navy in 
those far-fff days was a hit-and-miss 
affair until one attained the rank of 
Post-Captain, after which promotion 
was automatic, based strictly on se¬ 
niority. never on merit. This explains 
such anomalies as Cook not reaching 
lieutenant's rank until he was 46, and 
the great Nelson being only a vice- 
admiral at his death. 

Bligh was promoted to the rank of 
Post-Captain after his second voyage 
to the Pacific, but his persecutors 
persisted in their vendetta, even after 
he was given command of a 64-gun 
ship of the line with a complement of 
491 men. When the entire British fleet 
mutinied for better pay and working 
conditions, the embittered families 
even tried to focus attention on Bligh 
and make him a scapegoat. Not until 
Bligh had distinguished himself in the 
Battle of Camperdown when a British 
fleet annihilated a Dutch fleet under 
Admiral De Winter and Bligh was 
rewarded with command of a larger 
vessel did his enemies recognize de¬ 
feat and give up. 


Named governor 


Bligh's last sea fight was at the 
Battle of Copenhagen, when his con¬ 
duct was so outstanding that Nelson 
sent for him and thanked him person¬ 
ally and later wrote him a testimonial. 
He would undoubtedly have taken part 
in the Battle of Trafalgar had not Sir 
Joseph Banks persuaded the king to 
appoint him governor of New South 
Wales to bring order to the unruly 
colony founded not long before in 
Australia. 

Army officers had practically 
usurped power from the civilian auth¬ 
orities by cornering the rum business, 
amassing huge land holdings, import¬ 
ing cattle and sheep and bartering rum 
for labor. Bligh had a rough time and 
must have wished he had never been 
appointed. He lost the battle but won 
the war. but that story is far too com¬ 
plex to go into here. 

Well, there it is, a thorough, al¬ 
though somewhat idolatrous new biog¬ 
raphy of one of the greatest seamen of 
all time — fighting man, explorer, 
geographer, outstanding cartog¬ 
rapher. and navigator extraordinary , 
a man remembered for a minor mu¬ 
tiny he didn't cause. 

Gavin Kennedy, who is an aca¬ 
demic economist but whose special 
interest is in the Royal Navy of the 
I8lh century , deserves our thanks for 
an absorbing piece of literary detec¬ 
tive work and for vividly recreating 
the world of 18 th century seamanship 
and exploration. Despite his idolatry 
of Bligh and a little too much surmise. 
I am certain that anyone interested in 
navel affairs of the period in general 
and in Bligh in particular will want to 
have his book in his collection. 

As far as the general reading public 
is concerned I honestly don't know 
what to say. In view of the book's 
rather steep price I would advise sam¬ 
pling its flavor first, courtesy of the 
public library. I promise you one 
thing; after sampling it you will either 
be fascinated and anxious to own it or 
you will very quickly become bored to 
tears. Suck it and see!
